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choice,  but  they  have  long  become  stereotyped.  They  consist  in 
each  case  of  three  quotations  from  the  Law,  three  from  the  Hagio- 
grapha  and  three  from  the  Prophets,  with  a  final  text  from  the  Law. 
Each  of  these  collections  of  verses  are  in  the  ritual  preceded  by  an 
introduction  in  the  nature  of  a  reflection  and  followed  by  a  prayer 
terminating  with  a  blessing.  The  introduction  to  the  nVD^O  is  the 
familiar  nztJ'^  '\y'?V  which  may  have  been  borrowed  at  an  early 
period  from  its  rightful  position  here  to  be  used  as  a  fitting  conclusion 
to  every  service  in  the  year.  The  prayer  which  concludes  the  nVD^D 
occurs  as  the  distinctive  prayer  of  the  Festival  in  the  other  Amidoth 
of  the  day.  The  other  reflections  and  prayers  do  not  occur  elsewhere, 
and  their  very  unfamiliarity  seems  to  add  to  the  dignity  which  they 
possess.  They  are  all  written  in  the  purest  style  of  Hebrew  and  their 
sublime  simplicity  makes  one  wonder  whether  the  language  of  prayer 
has  ever  reached  a  higher  plane  than  it  does  here.

This  meditation  was  composed,  or  at  least  reduced  to  its  present 
form,  by  R.  MeshuUam  ben  Kalonymos,  who  flourished  in  Mayence 
about  the  year  1000  c.E.  There  is  a  well-known  legend  as  to  its 
origin,  which  is  recounted  in  a  MS.  attributed  to  R.  Ephraim  of 
Bonn,  who  lived  in  the  latter  part  of  the  twelfth  century.  It  tells  of 
one  Rabbi  Amnon  of  Mayence,  and  relates  how  the  Archbishop  of 
that  Court  continually  urged  the  Rabbi  to  change  his  faith,  and  how, 
exasperated  at  length  by  his  repeated  refusals,  he  ordered  his  hands 
and  feet  to  be  mutilated.  The  Festival  of  the  New  Year  was  then 
at  hand,  and  the  Rabbi,  dying  from  the  effects  of  his  wounds,  was 
at  his  own  request  carried  into  the  synagogue.  When  the  Hazen  was 
about  to  recite  the  Kedushah,  Rabbi  Amnon  stayed  him,  saying  "Pause 
that  I  may  sanctify  the  most  holy  Name."  He  then  began  the  hymn 
f\V-T\  njnil  and  expired  as  he  reached  the  words  "foci's  DNIP  IJOtJ*! 
R.  Meshullam  ben  Kalonymos  was  said  to  have  published  this  poem 
as  a  memorial  of  the  martyr,  and  it  has  formed  a  portion  of  the 
New  Year's  Service  among  the  Jews  observing  the  German  and  Polish 
ritual  since  that  period.

It  is  a  portent,  "Shall 
a  trumpet  be  blown  in  a  city  and  the  people  be  not  afraid?"  (Amos 
iii.  6).  It  is  the  voice  of  conscience,  as  the  prophet  hath  said,  "I  can- 
not hold  my  peace,  because  thou  hast  heard,  O  my  soul,  the  sound  of 
the  trumpet,  the  alarm  of  war"  (Jer.  iv.  19).  It  is  the  watchman's 
warning  (Ezek.  xxxiii.  4).  It  is  the  "Voice  of  the  Day  of  the  Lord" 
(Zeph.  i.  14-16).  Verily  it  is  the  Voice  that  telleth  of  life  eternal,  as 
it  is  said,  "All  ye  inhabitants  of  the  world,  and  ye  dwellers  in  the  earth, 
when  an  ensign  is  lifted  up  in  the  mountains  see  ye :  and  when  the 
trumpet  is  blown,  hear  ye"   (Isa.  xviii.  3). 

The  conception  which  another  great  Jewish  teacher,  Maimonides, 
formed  of  the  significance  of  the  Shophad  may  be  illustrated  by  the 
following  excerpt  from  his  Hilchoth  Teshubah   (cap.  iii.  4)  : 

"Although  the  blowing  of  the  Shophar  on  the  New  Year  is  a  com- 
mandment of  the  Law,  there  is  a  further  meaning  in  it  of  this  purport: 
Awake,  ye  slumberers  from  your  sleep,  and  rouse  you  from  your 
lethargy.  Make  search  into  your  deed  and  turn  in  repentance.  Remem- 
ber your  Creator,  ye  who  forget  truth  in  the  trifles  of  the  hour,  who  go 
astray  all  your  years  after  vain  illusions  which  can  neither  profit  nor 
deliver.  Look  to  your  souls  and  mend  your  ways  and  your  actions; 
let  one  of  you  leave  his  evil  path  and  his  unworthy  purpose."

VI   (to  pages  135-140). 

The  Musaf  Amidah  for  the  New  Year  is  the  longest  in  the  prayer- 
book.  Like  every  other  Amidah,  it  contains  the  regular  three 
initial  and  three  concluding  blessings;  it  includes  also,  the  mention 
of  the  special  sacrifices  of  the  day  which  is  the  characteristic  of  the 
Musaf  prayer.  Following  on  this  come  certain  prayers  which  divide 
themselves  into  three  portions,  namely:  the  nVD^O  (or  texts  of 
sovereignty)  the  niJTlDT  (or  texts  of  remembrance)  and  the  rn"i£lK' 
(or  texts  concerning  the  Shophar).  The  New  Year  had,  even  in  the 
time  of  the  Temple,  acquired  three  aspects.  Primarily  it  was  the 
day  of  blowing  the  horn  (Num.  xxix.  i).  In  its  captivity  as  the  anni- 
versary of  the  creation  of  the  world,  it  became  a  day  particularly 
associated  with  reflections  on  the  universal  sovereignty  of  the  Deity. 
Thirdly,  it  came  to  be  regarded  as  the  chosen  day  of  judgment  for 
the  deeds  of  the  past  year,  and  as  the  day  of  account  and  reckoning 
it  was  termed  fnnTn  DV .  the  Day  of  Memorial.  It  will  be  seen, 
therefore,  that  these  texts  are  illustrative  of  the  threefold  character 
of  the  day.  The  Mishnah  (Rosh  Hashanah  iv.  5)  makes  mention  of 
them  as  part  of  the  ritual  of  the  day,  and  states  that  the  Shophar 
is  sounded  between  each  portion,  a  practice  which  is  observed  to  the 
present  day  in  the  Reader's  repetition  of  the  Amidah.  The  Mishnah 
requires  ten  texts  from  the  Bible  to  be  adduced  in  the  case  of  each 
portion,  illustrating  respectively  the  three  subjects  of:  God  the 
King,  God  the  Divine  Recorder,  and  the  Ordinance  of  the  Shophar. 
The  selection  of  the  actual  texts  was  originally  left  as  a  matter  of 
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IV  (to  pages  95,  142  and  190). 

The  poems  which  have  found  a  place  between  the  three  first  bless- 
ings of  the  repetition  of  the  Amidah  in  each  Service  are  known  as 
nuilp  or  propitiatory  prayers.  They  dilate  upon  and  expand  the 
theme  of  the  first  blessing,  the  piety  of  the  three  patriarchs,  and  illus- 
trate it  in  language  rich  in  Midrashic  allusions.

The  Shophar. 

The  key  to  a  code  of  trumpet-signals  has  been  preserved  in  Numbers 
X.  i-io.  In  obedience  to  these  calls  the  hosts  of  Israel  journeyed 
forth;  the  princes  were  summoned,  or  the  elders  assembled  before 
the  Tent  of  Meeting.  Sacrifice  was  offered  amid  the  sound  of  trum- 
pets, and  at  the  bidding  of  its  peal  the  labourer  ceased  his  toil  on 
the  eve  of  the  Sabbath.  The  shophar  sounded  the  alarm  of  war 
(Judges  iii.  27),  proclaimed  the  advent  of  peace  (2  Sam.  ii.  28)  and 
gave  a  warning  of  danger.     (Neh.  iv.   14-20). 

The  origin  of  the  rite  of  blowing  the  shophar  on  the  Day  of  Memo- 
rial is  met  with  in  Lev.  xxiii.  24,  and  Num.  xxix.  i.  The  prescribed 
note  is  an  alarm  (nynn)  v.hich  it  became  customary  to  repeat  thrice. 
This  note  is  preceded  and  followed  by  the  blast  nypn—Cnyipn 
ny^pn  nyiin).  Thus  a  strain  of  nine  blasts  comprehended  the  early 
rite.  Mishnah  Rosh  Hashanah,  Chapter  iv.  9.  In  our  ritual  this 
set  of  nine  sounds  has  been  extended  to  thirty  by  the  addition  of 
two  variant  sets  of  notes.  In  one  set  the  alarm  notes  are  \y~\2^,  and 
in  another  they  are  nyriD  Cn^D'.  These  triplet  settings  are  due  to  a 
doubt  that  arose  in  the  course  of  ages  as  to  the  precise  note  of  the 
alarm.  One  tradition  compared  it  to  a  wail  of  one  in  distress 
(nynn).  another  described  it  as  the  moaning  of  a  sigh  (C^illt^),  and 
yet  another  tradition  likened  it  to  both — the  moaning  of  a  sigh  break- 
ing forth  into  the  voice  of  weeping  (nynn  Dn2*J').  By  sounding  the 
three  variant  strains  the  Rabbis  sought  to  preserve  in  one  or  the  other 
of  them  the  ancient  "shout"  of  the  trumpet  that  once  resounded 
in  the  Temple,  see  Talmud  Rosh  Hashanah  23b  and  34a.  The 
substitution  of  the  ram's  horn  for  the  silver  trumpet  is  in  memory 
of  Abraham's  offering  (Gen.  xxii.  13).  The  blowing  of  the  shophar 
on  the  Day  of  Memorial  is  the  theme  of  many  a  Midrash  and  Piy- 
yut.  At  the  alarm  of  the  shophar  memories  are  awakened  and  the 
thought  of  each  heart  is  its  own  meditation.  Efforts  to  formulate 
prayers  for  the  occasion  have  not  yet  been  uniformly  successful,  though 
the  meditation  of  Gaon  Saadj'ah  is  undoubtedly  rich  in  conception. 
To  him  the  voice  of  the  shophar  spoke  of  Creation's  birthday,  when 
once  again,  "with  trumpets  and  sound  of  the  horn,"  we  acclaim  God, 
our  King  (Ps.  xcviii.  6).  It  recalls  Abraham's  sacrifice.  It  is  an 
echo  from  Sinai  of  I.^rael's  oath,  "All  that  the  Lord  hath  spoken 
will  we  do,  and  be  obedient"  (Exod.  xxiv.  7).  It  heralds  the  day 
in  which  "A  great  trumpet  shall  be  blown,  and  they  shall  come  who 
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I  (to  page  II,  etc.). 
Hear,  O  Israel:  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One.

Ill  (to  page  56.) 
In  ten  categories. 

The  enumeration  here  given  belongs  to  Jewish  mediaeval  philos- 
ophy. The  ten  categories  are  mentioned  by  Saadyah,  who  lived  from 
892-942  C.  E.,  and  were  taken  by  him  from  Aristotle.  They  are : — 
substance  (ouoEa),  quantity  (xocov),  quality  (xolov),  relation  (xpoi;  tC), 
place  (icou),  time  (xots),  position  (xstuBat),  possession  (^stv),  activity 
(•jcotstv),  and  passivity  (xaa/siv). 

The  seven  quantities  are  not  to  be  found  in  Aristotle,  but  appear 
to  be  borrowed  from  the  philosopher  Ibn  Rashid   (Averrhoes). 

The  six  kinds  of  motion  (Aristotle,  Categories  14,  i)  are: — creation 
(Yevsai?),  destruction  (^Oopa),  growth  (au?T)at(;),  diminution  (yieEtoff((;), 
transformation  (ot^XoEwaK;),  and  change  of  place  (:?)  xaT«  •c6xov  iXETaSoXi^)- 

The  three  modes  of  predication  are :  by  characteristic,  by  property, 
and  by  accident. 

The  three  times  are :  the  present,  the  past,  and  the  future. 

The  three  dimensions  are:  length,  breadth  and  depth.

The  compound  of  the  incense^  consisted  of  balm,  cloves2  gal- 
bunum  and  frankincense,  of  each  a  like  weight  — seventy  manehs; 
of  myrrh,  cassia,  spikenard  and  saffron,  of  each  of  a  like  weight  —  six- 
teen manehs;  of  costus  twelve,  of  bark  three,  and  of  cinnamon 
nine  manehs;  of  alkali  procured  from  Karshina  nine  kabs;  of  Cy- 
prus wine  three  seahs  and  three  kabs,  though  if  Cyprus  wine  was 
not  procurable  old  white  wine  was  brought;  of  salt  of  Sodom  the 
fourth  part  of  a  kab,  and  a  minute  quantity  of  maaleh  ashan.^  Rabbi 
Nathan  says,  a  minute  quant'ty  of  the  herb  that  grew  on  the  banks 
of  the  Jordan  was  useJ ;  if  one  added  honey  he  rendered  the  in- 
cense unfit  for  use,  and  if  he  omitted  one  of  its  sweet  spices  he  was 
deserving  of  death.  Rabban  Simeon  son  of  Gamaliel  says,  the  balm 
is  a  resin  that  exudes  from  the  wood  of  the  balsam  tree.  The  alkali 
procured  from  Karshina  was  used  to  bleach  and  beautify  the  cloves, 
and  the  Cyprus  wine  to  steep  them  therein  that  the  odour  might  be 
pungent.

I  will  hope  in  God;  I  will  beseech  his  Presence;  I  will  ask 
of  him  the  answer  of  the  tongue,  that  in  the  congregation  of 
the  people  I  may  sing  of  his  power  and  utter  joyful  strains 
concerning  his  deeds.  The  preparations  of  the  heart  belong 
to  man :  but  the  answer  of  the  tongue  is  from  the  Lord.  O 
Lord,  open  thou  my  lips,  and  my  month  shall  all  declare  thy 
praise.  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of 
my  heart  be  acceptable  before  thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my 
Redeemer. 
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And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering  for  a  sweet  savour  unto 
the  Lord:  one  young  bullock,  one  ram,  seven  he-lambs  of 
the  first  year  without  blemish. 

And  their  meal-off'ering  and  their  drink-offerings  as  or- 
dained ;  three  tenth  parts  for  the  bullock,  two  tenth  parts 
for  the  ram,  and  one  tenth  part  for  each  lamb,  and  wine 
according  to  the  drink-offering  thereof,  and  two  he-goats 
wherewith  to  make  atonement,  and  the  two  continual  offer- 
ings according  to  their  ordinance :  besides  the  burnt  offer- 
ing of  the  new  moon,  and  the  me?.l-offering  thereof,  and 
the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  meal-offering  thereof, 
and  their  drink-offerings  according  to  their  ordinance: 
for  a  sweet  savour,  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord. 

On  Sabbath  the  following  paragraph  is  added: 

[They  shall  receive  thy  Kingdom  who  kept  the  Sabbath 
and  call  it  a  delight:  the  people  that  hallow  the  seventh 
day  shall,  all  of  them,  be  satisfied  and  delighted  with  thy 
goodness:  for  thou  didst  find  pleasure  in  the  seventh  day 
and  didst  hallow  it:  the  desirable  of  days  didst  thou  call 
it,  in  remembrance  of  the  work  of  creation.] 

It  behoveth  us  to  praise  the  Lord  of  all,  to  ascribe  great-

Thou  alone  wilt  be  exalted,  and  thou  wilt  reign  over  all 
in  Unity,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet:  The 
Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth ;  in  that  day  shall 
the  Lord  be  One  and  his  Name  One. 

Now  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe  upon 
all  thy  works  and  thy  dread  over  all  that  thou  hast  created, 
that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee,  and  all  creatures  prostrate 
themselves  before  thee,  that  they  may  all  form  one  band 
to  do  thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart :  even  as  we  know,  O

He  is  all-powerful  and  all-perfect; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  omnipotent. 

He  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  in  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty; 
Cong.  ,  And  all  believe  that  he  is  One  alone. 

He  causeth  kings  to  reign,  but  unto  him  belongeth  the  do- 
minion. 
Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  eternal  King. 

He  guideth  every  generation  by  his  loving-kindness; 
Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  keepeth  mercy. 

He  beareth  up,  and  averteth  his  gaze  from  the  rebellious; 
Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  forgiveth.    Selah. 

He  is  exalted,  and  his  eye  is  toward  them  that  fear  him ; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  answereth  in  the  silence 
of  prayer. 

He  openeth  his  gate  unto  them  that  knock  in  repentance ; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  his  hand  is  ever  open  to  re- 
ceive them.

He  is  just,  and  unto  him  great  and  small  are  alike; 
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For  with  thy  hoHness  thou  hast  sanctified  them  that  call 
thee  holy.

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  faithful  God. 

He  trieth  and  searcheth  the  most  hidden  secrets ; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  searcheth  the  innermost 
parts. 

He  redeemeth  from  death  and  delivereth  from  the  grave; 
Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  mighty  Redeemer. 

He  alone  is  the  Judge  of  all  who  come  into  the  world ; 
Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  true  Judge. 

He  is  called  "I  am  that  I  am ;" 

Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  is,  was,  and  ever  will  be. 

The  Immutable  is  his  Name  and  such  is  his  praise; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  there  is  none  beside  him. 

He  recordeth  a  memorial  of  love  to  those  who  remember  him ; 
Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  remembereth  the  covenant. 

He  appointeth  life  unto  all  his  creatures ; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  liveth  and  endureth,

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Reader.  As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  And

And  the  Lord  shall  be 
King  over  all  the  earth;  in  that  day  shall  the  Lord  be  One 
and  his  Name  One.  And  in  thy  holy  words  it  is  written, 
saying :

floating  dust,  yea,  and  as  a  dream  that  flieth  away. 

But  thou  art  the  King,  the  living  and  everlasting  God.

None  can  conceive  the  chariots  of  thy  glor}'.  nor 
fathom  the  mystery  of  thy  Name.  Thy  Name  befits  thee  and 
thou  art  according  to  thy  Name,  and  our  Name  hast  thou 
linked  with  thine  own. 

O  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Name,  and  sanctify  thy  Name 
through  them  that  call  it  holy;  yea,  for  thy  glorious  Name's 
sake,  which  is  reverenced  and  sanctified  by  the  mystic  utter- 
ance of  the  holy  Seraphim,  who  hallow  it  in  the  sanctuarv, 
they  that  dweH  in  the  heavens  uniting  with  those  who  dwell 
on  earth;

The  whole  world  trembled  at  thy  pres- 
ence and  the  works  of  creation  were  in  awe  of  thee,  when 
thc3u  didst  thus  reveal  thyself,  O  our  King,  upon  Blount 
Sinai  to  teach  thy  people  Law  and  commandments,  and 
didst  make  them  hear  the  majesty  of  thy  voice,  and  thy 
holy  words  out  of  frames  of  fire.  Amid  thunders  and 
lightnings  thou  didst  manifest  thyielf  to  them.,  and  while 
the  trumpet  sounded  thou  didst  shine  forth  upon  them ; 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  Law,  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the 
third  day,  when  it  was  morning,  that  there  were  thunders 
and  lightnings,  and  a  thick  cloud  upon  the  mount,  and  the 
sound  of  the  trumpet  exceeding  loud :  and  all  the  people 
that  were  in  the  camp  trembled.  And  it  is  said.  And  the 
sound   of  the   trumpet   waxed    louder    and    louder :      Moses 
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and  ways,  the  thoughts  and  designs  of  man  and  the  working's 
of  his  imagination.  Happy  is  the  man  who  forgetteth  thee 
not,  and  the  son  of  man  who  strengtheneth  himself  in  thee; 
for  they  that  seek  thee  shall  never  stumble,  neither  shall 
they  ever  be  put  to  shame  who  trust  in  thee.  For  the  remem- 
brance of  all  works  cometh  before  thee,  and  thou  searchest 
into  the  doings  of  them  all.  Of  Noah  also  thou  wast  mindful 
in  thy  love,  and  didst  visit  him  with  a  promise  of  salvation 
and  mercy,  when  thou  broughtest  forth  the  waters  of  the  flood 
to  destroy  all  flesh  because  of  their  evil  deeds.  So  his  re- 
membrance came  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  increase 
his  seed  like  the  dust  of  the  earth,  and  his  offspring  like  the 
sand  of  the  sea:  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Law,  And  God  remem- 
bered Noah,  and  every  living  thing,  and  all  the  cattle  that  were 
with  him  in  the  ark;  and  God  made  a  wind  to  pass  over  the 
earth,  and  the  waters  assuaged.  And  it  is  said.  And  God 
heard  their  groaning :  and  God  remembered  his  covenant  with 
Abraham,  with  Isaac,  and  with  Jacob,  and  it  is  said.  Then  will 
I  remember  my  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant 
with  Isaac,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Abraham  will  I  remem- 
ber; and  I  will  remember  the  land.  And  in  thy  Holy  Words 
it  is  written,  saying,  He  hath  made  a  memorial  for  his  won- 
drous works :  the  Lord  is  gracious  and  full  of  compassion. 
And  it  is  said,  He  hath  given  meat  unto  them  that  fear  him: 
he  will  ever  be  mindful  of  his  covenant.  And  it  is  said.  And 
he  remembered  for  them  his  covenant,  and  repented  according 
to  the  multitude  of  his  mercies.  And  by  the  hands  of  thy 
servants,  the  prophets,  it  is  written  saying,  Go,  and  cry  in  the 
ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  I  remember  for 
thee  the  kindness  of  thy  youth,  the  love  of  thine  espousals :  how 
thou  wentest  after  me  in  the  wilderness,  in  a  land  that  was  not 
sown.  And  it  is  said.  Nevertheless  I  will  remember  my  cove- 
nant with  thee  in  the  days  of  thy  youth :  and  I  will  establish 
unto  thee  an  everlasting  covenant.  And  it  is  said,  Is  Ephraim 
my  dear  son?  is  he  a  pleasant  child?  For  as  often  3=;  I 
speak  against  him,  I  do  earnestly  remember  him  still:  there- 
fore my  heart  yearneth  towards  him ;  I  will  surely  have  mercy 
upon  him,  saith  the  Lord. 
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Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  reign  over  the  whole  Uni- 
verse in  thy  glory,  and  in  thy  splendour  be  exalted  over  all  the 
earth.  Shine  forth  in  the  majesty  of  thy  triumphant  strength 
over  all  the  inhabitants  of  thy  world,  that  every  form  may 
know  that  thou  hast  formed  it,  and  every  creature  understand 
that  thou  hast  created  it.  and  that  all  that  hath  breath  in  its 
nostrils  may  say :  The  Lord  God  of  Israel  is  King  and  his 
dominion  ruleth  over  all.  Sanctify  us  by  thy  commandments 
and  grant  our  portion  be  in  thy  Law  ;  satisfy  us  with  thy  good- 
ness, and  gladden  us  with  thy  salvation,  and  purify  our  hearts 
to  serve  thee  in  truth  ;  for  thou,  O  God,  art  truth,  and  thy  word 
is  truth  and  endureth  for  ever.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou 
King  over  all  the  earth,  who  sanctifiest  Israel  and  the  Day  of 
Memorial. 

Thou  rememberest  w^hat  was  wrought  from  eternity,  and  art 
mindful  of  all  that  hath  been  formed  from  of  old :  before  thee 
all  secrets  are  revealed  and  the  multitude  of  hidden  things  from 
the  beginning;  for  there  is  no  forgetfulness  before  the  throne 
of  thy  glory,  nor  is  there  aught  hidden  from  thine  eyes.  Thou 
rememberest  every  deed,  and  no  creature  is  concealed  from 
thee:  all  things  are  manifest  and  known  unto  thee,  O  Lord 
our  God,  who  lookest  and  seest  to  the  end  of  all  generations. 
For  thou  wilt  bring  on  the  appointed  time  of  memorial  when 
every  spirit  and  soul  shall  be  visited,  and  the  multitudinous 
works  be  remembered  wath  the  countless  throngs  of  thy 
creatures.  From  the  beginning  didst  thou  make  this  known, 
and  from  aforetime  didst  thou  reveal  it.  This  day,  on  which 
was  the  beginning  of  thy  work,  is  a  memorial  of  the  first  day; 
for  it  is  a  statute  for  Israel,  an  ordinance  of  the  God  of  Jacob. 
Thereon  sentence  is  pronounced  upon  countries — which  of 
them  is  destined  to  the  sword  and  which  to  peace,  which  to 
famine  and  which  to  plenty ;  and  every  creature  is  visited 
thereon  and  recorded  for  life  or  for  death.  Who  is  not  visited 
on  such  a  day  as  this?  For  the  remembrance  of  every  creature 
Cometh    before    thee,    man's    deeds    and    destiny,    his    works 
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Therefore  we  hope  in  thee,  O  Lord  our  God.  that  we  may 
speedily  behold  the  glory  of  thy  might,  when  thou  wilt 
remove  the  abominations  from  the  earth,  and  the  idols  shall  be 
utterly  cut  off ;  when  the  world  shall  be  set  under  the  kingdom 
of  the  Almighty,  and  all  the  children  of  flesh  shall  call  upon 
thy  Name,  when  thou  wilt  turn  unto  thyself  all  the  wicked  of 
the  earth.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  shall  know  and 
acknowledge  that  unto  thee  every  knee  must  bend,  every  tongue 
must  swear.  Before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  shall  they  kneel 
and  fall,  and  they  shall  give  honour  unto  thy  glorious  Name; 
they  shall  all  accept  the  yoke  of  thy  kingdom,  and  over  them 
thou  wilt  speedily  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  For  the  Kingdom 
is  thine,  and  to  all  eternity  wilt  thou  reign  in  glory,  as  it  is 
written  in  thy  Law,  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  it  is  said.  He  hath  not  beheld  iniquity  in  Jacob,  neither 
hath  he  seen  perverseness  in  Israel :  the  Lord  his  God  is  with 
him,  and  the  shout  of  a  King  is  among  them.  And  it  is 
said,  And  he  was  King  of  Jeshiinm,  when  the  heads  of  the 
people  were  gathered,  the  tribes  of  Israel  together.  And  in  thy 
Holy  Words  it  is  written,  saying.  For  sovereignty  is  the 
Lord's:  and  he  is  the  ruler  over  the  nations.  And  it  is  said, 
The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty;  the  Lord  is 
clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself;  the 
world  also  is  stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  And  it  is 
said.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates;  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye 
everlasting  doors ;  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in.  Who 
is  this  King  of  glory?  The  Lord  strong  and  mighty,  the 
Lord  mighty  in  battle.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates; 
even  lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting  doors ;  and  the  King  of  glory 
shall  come  in.  Who  is  this  King  of  glory?  The  Lord  of  hosts, 
he  is  the  King  of  glory.  Selah.  And  by  the  hands  of  thy 
servants,  the  prophets,  it  is  written,  saying.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  the  King  of  Israel  and  his  Redeemer,  the  Lord  of  hosts : 
I  am  the  first  and  I  am  the  last ;  and  beside  me  there  is  no  God. 

And  it  is  said,  And  saviours  shall  come  up  on  Mount  Zion 
to  judge  the  Mount  of  Esau,  and  sovereignty  shall  be  the 
Lord's.  And  it  is  said.  And  the  Lord  shall  be  King  over 
all  the  earth ;  in  that  day  shall  the  Lord  be  One  and  his  Name 
One.  And  in  thy  Law  it  is  written,  saying,  Hear,  O  Israel: 
the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One. 
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on  lis,  the  continual  offerings  according  to  their  order,  and 
the  additional  offerings  according  to  their  ordinance ;  and 
the  additional  offering  of  this  Day  of  Memorial  will  we 
prepare  and  offer  unto  thee  in  love  according  to  tlie  com- 
.mandment  of  thy  will,  as  thou  hast  prescribed  for  us  in  thy 
Law,  through  the  hand  of  thy  servant  Moses,  by  thy  glorious 
command,  as  it  is  said: 

And  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month, 
ye  shall  have  an  holy  convocation ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile 
work :  it  shall  be  a  day  of  blowing  the  horn  unto  you.  And 
ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  the 
Lord :  one  young  bullock,  one  ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the 
first  year  without  blemish. 

And  their  meat-offering  and  their  drink-offering  as 
ordained ;  three  tenth  parts  for  the  bullock,  two  tenth  parts 
for  the  ram,  and  one  tenth  part  for  each  lamb,  and  wine  ac- 
cording to  the  drink-offering  thereof,  and  two  he-goats  where- 
with to  make  atonement,  and  the  two  continual  offerings 
according  to  their  ordinance :  besides  the  burnt  offering  of 
the  new  moon,  and  the  meal-offering  thereof,  and  the  continual 
burnt  offering  and  the  meal-offering  thereof,  and  their  drink- 
offerings  according  to  their  ordinance :  for  a  sweet  savour, 
an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord. 

It  behoveth  us  to  praise  the  Lord  of  all,  to  ascribe  great- 
ness to  him  who  formed  the  world  in  the  beginning;  that 
he  hath  not  made  us  like  the  nations  of  other  lands,  and  hath 
not  placed  us  like  other  families  of  the  earth,  that  he  hath 
not  given  unto  us  a  portion  as  unto  them,  nor  a  lot  as  unto 
all  their  multitude;  for  we  bend  the  knee  and  prostrate  our- 
selves and  make  acknowledgment  before  the  supreme  King 
of  kings,  the  Holy  One,  blessed  be  he,  who  stretched  forth 
the  heavens  and  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth,  the  abode 
of  whose  glory  is  in  the  heavens  above,  and  the  dwelling  of 
whose  majesty  is  upon  the  loftiest  heights.  He  is  our  God, 
there  is  none  else :  in  truth  he  is  our  king,  there  is  none  beside 
him,  as  it  is  written  in  his  Law,  Know  therefore  this  day,  and 
lay  it  to  thine  heart,  that  the  Lord  he  is  God  in  heaven  above 
and  upon  the  ^arth  beneath,  there  is  none  else. 
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sumed  like  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  dominion  of  arro- 
gance to  pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone,  over  all  thy 
works  on  Mount  Zion,  the  dwelling-place  of  thy  glory,  and 
in  Jerusalem,  rhy  holy  City;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  holy 
words,  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto 
all  generations.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  awful  is  thy  Name,  and  there  is  no 
God  beside  thee;  as  it  is  written.  And  the  Lord  of  hosts  is 
•-:alted  in  judgment  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in  right- 
ousness.

Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples ;  thou  hast  loved  us 
and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all  tongues. 
Thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments,  and  hast 
drawn  us  near,  O  our  King,  unto  thy  service,  and  hast  called 
us  by  thy  great  and  holy  Name. 

And  thou  has  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  this  Day 
of  Memorial,  a  aay  of  blowing  the  horn:  a  holy  convocation, 
a  memorial  of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 

But  because  of  our  sins  we  have  been  exiled  from  our 
land  and  removed  far  away  from  our  country,  and  we  are 
unable  to  perform  our  duties  in  the  house  of  thy  choice,  the 
great  and  holy  house  called  by  thy  Name,  because  of  the  hand 
tiiat  hath  been  stretched  out  against  thy  sanctuary. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
merciful  King,  again  in  thine  abundant  mercy  to  have  com- 
passion upon  us  and  upon  thy  sanctuary;  O  speedily  re- 
build it  and  magnify  its  glory.  Our  Father,  our  King, 
reveal  the  glory  of  thy  Kingdom  unto  us  speedily,  and  shine 
forth  and  exalt  thyself  over  us  in  the  sight  of  all  living. 
Bring  together  orr  scattered  ones  from  among  the  nations, 
and  gather  our  dispersed  from  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth.  Lead  us  in  triumph  unto  Zion  thy  City,  and  unto 
Jerusalem,  the  place  of  thy  sanctuary,  with  everlasting  joy; 
and  there  we  will  prepare  before  thee  the  offerings  enjoined 
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in  life,  and  inscribe  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thine  own 
sake,  O  living  God.  O  King,  Helper,  Saviour  and  Shield; 
blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 

Thou  art  mighty  for  eA^er,  O  Lord;  it  is  thou  who  quick- 
enest  the  dead  and  art  mighty  to  save.  Thou  sustainest  the 
living  with  loving-kindness,  quickenest  the  dead  with  great 
mercy,  supportest  the  falling  and  healest  the  sick,  loosest 
the  bound,  and  kecj^est  thy  faith  unto  them  that  sleep  in  the 
dust.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  Lord  of  mighty  acts,  and  who 
can  be  compared  unto  thee,  O  King,  who  killest  and  restorest 
to  life  and  causest  salvation  to  spring  forth?  Who  is  like 
unto  thee,  Father  of  mercy,  who  in  mercy  rememberest  thy 
creatures  unto  life?  And  faithful  art  thou  to  quicken  the 
dead.     Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  quickenest  the  dead. 

Thou  art  holy  and  thy  Name  is  holy,  and  holy  beings  praise 
thee  daily.     Selah. 

Now  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe  upon 
all  thy  works  and  thy  dread  over  all  that  thou  hast  created,

One  generation  shall  laud  thy  works  to  another,  and  shall 
declare  thy  mighty  acts.  Of  the  glorious  honour  of  thy 
majesty,  and  of  thy  wondrous  works,  will  I  speak.  And 
men  shall  speak  of  the  might  of  thy  terrible  acts :  and  I 
will  declare  thy  greatness.  They  shall  utter  the  memory 
of  thy  great  goodness,  and  shall  sing  of  thy  righteousness. 
The  Lord  is  gracious  and  full  of  compassion ;  slow  to  anger 
and  of  great  mercy.  The  Lord  is  good  to  all ;  and  his 
tender  mercies  are  over  all  his   works.     All  thy  works  shall 
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Sovereign  of  the  Universe!  Thou  hast  commanded  us 
in  thy  holy  Law  to  sound  the  horn  in  thy  presence  on  this 
Day  of  Memorial,  as  it  is  written,  "And  in  the  seventh  month, 
on  the  first  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  have  a  holy  convoca- 
tion ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work ;  it  shall  be  a  day  of  blowing 
the  horn  unto  you."  And  in  thy  Holy  Words  it  is  written, 
saying,  "Blow  ye  the  trumpet  on  the  new  moon,  in  the 
time  appointed,  on  our  solemn  feast-day.  For  it  is  a  statute 
for  Israel,  an  ordinance  of  the  God  of  Jacob."  And  it  is 
written,  "Happy  is  the  people  that  knoweth  the  sound  of 
the  trumpet;  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance,  O  Lord,  shall 
they  walk.  In  thy  Name  shall  they  rejoice  all  the  day,  and 
in  thy  righteousness  shall  they  be  exalted.  For  thou  art  the 
glory  of  their  strength,  and  in  thy  favour  shall  our  horn  be 
exalted." 

And  now  may  it  be  thy  gracious  will,  O  Lord  our  God 
and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  the  God  of  Abraham,  the  God 
of  Isaac  and  the  God  of  Jacob,  that  this  hour  may  be  an 
hour  of  mercy  and  a  time  of  favour  before  thee.

Grant,  O  Lord,  that  there  may  be  an  end  to 
every  oppressor  and  adversary.  Help  us,  O  God  of  our 
salvation,  to  subdue  our  stubbornness  and  to  bend  our  will 
that  it  may  become  subservient  to  thee,  that  we  may  ever 
perform  thy  will  with  love.  O  remember  us  on  this  Day 
of  Memorial  to  vouchsafe  unto  us  a  life  of  happiness  and 
of  peace.  Exalt  the  horn  of  thy  people  Israel  and  reign  thou 
over  us  in  mercy.     Blessed  art  thou,  O  God  of  mercy. 

Blessed  are  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments  and  commanded 
us  to  hear  the  sound  of  the  Shophar.

Behold,  I  will  bring  them  from  the 
north  country,  and  gather  them  from  the  uttermost  parts 
of  the  earth,  and  with  them  the  blind  and  the  lame,  the 
woman  with  child,  and  her  that  travaileth  with  child  together : 
a  great  company  shall  they  return  hither.  They  shall  come 
with  weeping,  and  with  supplications  will  I  lead  them ;  I 
will  cause  them  to  walk  by  rivers  of  waters,  in  a  straight 
way  wherein  they  shall  not  stumble:  for  I  am  a  father  to 
Israel,  and  Ephraim  is  my  firstborn.  Hear  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  O  ye  nations,  and  declare  it  in  the  isles  afar  off,  and 
say.  He  that  scattered  Israel  will  gather  him,  and  keep  him 
as  a  shepherd  doth  his  flock.

I  have  surely 
heard  Ephraim  bemoaning  himself  thus,  Thou  hast  chastised 
me,  and  I  was  chastised,  as  a  calf  unaccustomed  to  the  yoke: 
turn  thou  me,  and  I  shall  be  turned,  for  thou  art  the  Lord 
my  God.  Surely  after  that  I  was  turned,  I  repented:  and 
after  that  I  was  instructed,  I  smote  upon  my  thigh:  I  was 
ashamed,  yea.  even  confounded,  because  I  did  bear  the  re- 
proach of  my  youth.  Is  Ephraim  my  dear  son?  is  he  a  pleas- 
ant child?  For  as  often  as  I  speak  against  him,  I 
do  earnestly  remember  him  still :  therefore  my  heart 
yearneth  towards  him;  I  will  surely  have  mercy  upon  him, 
saith  the  Lord. 
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The  follounng  section  is  then  read  from  the  second  Scroll: 
Numbers  xxix.  i-6. 

And  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month, 
ye  shall  have  an  holy  convocation;  ye  shall  do  no  servile 
work :  it  shall  be  a  day  of  blowing  of  trumpets  unto  you.  And 
ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  the 
Lord:  one  young  bullock,  one  ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the  first 
year  without  blemish :  and  their  meal-offering,  fine  flour  min- 
gled with  oil:  three  tenth  parts  for  the  bullock,  two  tenth 
parts  for  the  ram,  and  one  tenth  part  for  every  lamb  of  the 
seven  lambs:  and  one  he-goat  for  a  sin-offering  to  make  atone- 
ment for  you :  beside  the  burnt  offering  of  the  new  moon,  and 
the  meal-offering  thereof,  and  the  continual  burnt  offerings 
and  the  meal-offering  thereof,  and  their  drink-offering  ac- 
cording unto  their  ordinance:  for  a  sweet  savour,  an  offering 
made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord. 


The  second  Scroll  is  held  up,  and  the  Congregation  say: 
And  this  is  the  Law. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  chosen  good  prophets,  and  hast  found  pleasure  in 
their  words,  which  were  spoken  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord,  who  hast  chosen  the  Law  and  Moses  thy  servant,  and 
prophets  of  truth  and  righteousness. 

Jeremiah,  xxxi.  2-20.

For  thus  saith  the  Lord,  Sing  with 
gladness  for  Jacob,  and  shout  for  the  chief  of  the  nations : 
publish  ye,  praise  ye,  and  say,  O  Lord,  save  thy  people,  the 
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And  it  came  to  pass  after  these  things,  that  it  was  told 
Abraham,  saying,  Behold,  Milcah,  she  also  hath  borne  chil- 
dren unto  thy  brother  Nahor.  Uz  his  first  born,  and  Buz  his 
brother,  and  Kemuel  the  father  of  Aaron,  and  Chesed  and 
Hozo,  and  Pildash,  and  Jidlaph,  and  Bethuel.  And  Bethuel 
begat  Rebekah :  these  eight  did  Milcah  bear  to  Nahor,  Abra- 
ham's brother.

Lay 
not  thine  hand  upon  the  lad,  neither  do  thou  anything  unto 
him:  for  now  I  know  that  thou  fearest  God,  seeing  thou  hast 
not  withheld  thy  son,  thine  only  son  from  me.  And  Abra- 
ham lifted  up  his  eyes  and  looked,  and  behold,  behind  him  a 
ram  caught  in  the  thicket  by  his  horns :  and  Abraham  went 
and  took  the  ram  and  offered  him  up  for  a  burnt  offering  in 
the  stead  of  his  son.  And  Abraham  called  the  name  of  that 
place,  The  Lord  will  see :  as  it  is  said  to  this  day,  In  the  mount 
of  the  Lord  it  shall  be  seen.  And  the  angel  of  the  Lord  called 
unto  Abraham  a  second  time  out  of  heaven.  And  he  said, 
By  myself  have  I  sworn,  saith  the  Lord:  because  thou  hast 
done  this  thing  and  hast  not  withheld  thy  son.  thine  only 
son,  that  I  will  surely  bless  thee,  and  I  will  surely  multiply 
thy  seed  as  the  stars  of  heaven,  and  as  the  sand  which  is 
upon  the  sea-shore:  and  thy  seed  shall  possess  the  gate  of 
his  enemies.

and  do  them ;  and  that  ye  seek  not  after  your  own  heart  and 
your  own  eyes,  after  which  ye  use  to  go  astray,  that  ye  may 
remember  and  do  all  my  commandments,  and  be  holy  unto 
your  God.  I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God ;  I  am  the  Lord  your  God. 


True  and  firm,  established  and  enduring,  right  and  faith- 
ful, beloved  and  precious,  desirable  and  pleasant,  awful  and 
mighty,  set  and  acceptable,  good  and  beautiful,  is  this  word 
unto  us  for  ever  and  ever.  It  is  true,  the  God  of  the  L^niverse 
is  our  King,  the  Rock  of  Jacob,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation : 
throughout  all  generations  he  endureth  and  his  Name  en- 
dureth ;  his  throne  is  established,  and  his  kingdom 
and  his  faithfulness  endure  for  ever.  His  words 
also  live  and  endure:  they  are  faithful  and  desirable 
for  ever  and  to  all  eternity,  as  for  our  fathers,  so  also  for  us, 
for  our  children  and  for  our  generations,  and  for  all  the  gen- 
erations of  the  seed  of  Israel  thy  servants.  For  the  first  and 
for  the  last  ages  this  word  is  good  and  endureth  for  ever  and 
ever;  it  is  true  and  constant,  a  statute  which  shall  not  pass 
away.  It  is  true  that  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God  and  the  God 
of  our  fathers,  our  King,  our  fathers'  King,  and  Redeemer, 
the  Redeemer  of  our  fathers,  our  Creator,  the  Rock  of  our 
salvation,  our  Preserver  and  Deliverer :  thy  Name  is  from 
everlasting;  there  is  no  God  beside  thee. 


Thou  hast  been  the  help  of  our   fathers   from  of  old,   a 
Shield  and  a  Saviour  to  their  children  after  them  in  every 
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Deuteronoiuy    vi.   49. 
Hear,  C)  Istacl :  the  Lord  our  God,  tlie  Lord  is  One. 

Ble«sed  be   his  glorious,  sovereign   Name   for  ever  and   ever. 

And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might.  And  these  words, 
which  I  command  thee  this  day,  shall  be  in  thine  heart:  and 
thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy  children,  and  shalt 
talk  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house,  and  when  thou 
walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest  down,  and  when  thou 
risest  up.

Take  heed  to  yourselves,  that  your  heart 
be  not  deceived,  and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve  other  gods,  and 
worship  them:  and  the  Lord's  wrath  be  kindled  against  you, 
and  he  shut  up  the  heaven  and  there  be  no  rain,  and  that  the 
land  yield  not  her  fruit,  and  ye  perish  quickly  from  oflf  the 
good  land  which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore  shall  ye 
lay  up  these  my  words  in  your  heart  and  in  your  soul,  and 
bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they  shall  be  for 
frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye  shall  teach  them  your 
children,  speaking  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine  house, 
and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  when  thou  liest  down,  and 
when  thou  risest  up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them  upon  the 
door-posts  of  thine  house  and  upon  thy  gates:  that  your  days 
mav  be  multiplied,  and  the  days  of  vour  children,  in  the  land 
which  the  Lord  sware  unto  your  fathers  to  give  them,  as  the 
days  of  the  heavens  upon  the  earth.

The  face  of  every  Chayah, 
Ophan  and  Cherub  is  set  towards  the  Seraphim,  and  thus 
confronting  each  the  other,  they  utter  praise  and  say, 
Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from  his  place. 

To  the  blessed  God  they  offer  sweet  song;  to  the  King, 
the  living  and  ever-enduring  God,  they  utter  hymns  and 
make  their  praises  heard ;  for  he  alone  worketh  mighty 
deeds,  and  maketh  new  things.  He  is  the  Lord  of  battles; 
he  soweth  righteousness,  causeth  salvation  to  spring  forth 
and  createth  remedies.  He  is  fearful  in  praises.  He  is  the 
Lord  of  wonders,  who  in  his  goodness  rene\veth  the  creation 
every  day  continually,  as  it  is  said :  Give  thanks  to  him 
that  made  great  lights :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 
O  cause  a  new  light  to  shine  upon  Zion,  and  may  we  all 
soon  be  worthy  of  its  brightness.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord, 
Creator  of  the  luminaries. 

With  much  love  hast  thou  loved  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and 
with  great  and  exceeding  tenderness  hast  thou  pitied  us.  O 
our  Father,  our  King,  for  the  sake  of  our  fathers,  who 
trusted  in  thee  and  whom  thou  didst  teach  the  statutes  of 
life,  be  gracious  unto  us  also  and  teach  us.

Thou  givest  light  in  mercy  to  the  earth  and  to  them  th,it 
dwell  thereon,  and  in  thy  goodness  renewest  the  creat.bn 
every  day  continually.  How  great  are  thy  works,  O  Lord ! 
in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all ;  the  earth  is  full  of  thy 
possessions.  O  King,  thou  alone  hast  been  exalted  of  jore, 
praised,  glorified,  and  extolled  from  days  of  old.  O  ever- 
lasting God,  in  thine  abundant  mercies  have  mercy  upon  us, 
Lord  of  our  strength,  Rock  of  our  stronghold.  Shield  of  our 
salvation,  O  thou  Stronghold  around  us.  The  blessed  God, 
who  is  great  in  knowledge,  hath  designed  and  made  the 
radiance  of  the  sun :  the  Beneficent  One  hath  wrough:  glory 
unto  his  Name;  he  hath  set  luminaries  round  about  his 
strength.  Chiefs  of  holy  hosts  continually  declare  the  high 
praises  of  the  Almighty,  the  glory  of  God  and  his  holiness. 
Be  thou  blessed,  O  Lord  our  God,  for  the  excellency  of  thy 
handiwork  and  for  the  bright  luminaries  which  thou  hast 
made:  they  shall  glorify  thee;  selah. 


Be  thou  blessed,  O  our  Rock,  our  King  and  our  Re- 
deemer, Creator  of  holy  beings.  Praised  be  thy  Name  for 
ever,  O  our  King,  Creator  of  ministering  angels :  whose 
ministering  angels  stand  in  the  heights  of  the  Universe  and 
together  proclaim  with  awe  aloud  the  words  of  the  living 
God  and  everlasting  King.  All  of  them  are  beloved :  all  of 
them  are  pure :  all  of  them  are  mighty,  and  all  of  them  in 
dread  and  awe  do  the  will  of  their  Master:  and  all  of  them 
open  their  mouths  in  holiness  and  purity,  with  song  and 
psalm,  and  bless  and  praise,  glorify  and  reverence,  sanctify 
and  ascribe  sovereignty — 


To  the  name  of  God,  the  great,  mighty  and  awful  King; 
holy  is  he ;  and  they  all  take  upon  themselves  the  yoke  of 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  one  from  the  other,  and  they  give 
leave,  one  unto  the  other,  to  declare  the  holiness  of  their 
Creator.  In  tranquil  spirit,  with  pure  speech  and  holy 
melody  they  all  respond  in  unison  and  exckim  with  awe : 


Holy,  holy,  holy,  is  the  Lord  of  hosts :  the  whole  earth  is 
full  of  his  glory. 
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thy  shadow  for  length  of  days.     For  thy  kingdom  is  an  ever- 
lasting kingdom,  O  holy  One. 

Cong.  Remember  those  who  hope  in  thee,  to  spread  before 
them  hereafter  the  delights  of  thy  table,  that  their  lips  may 
adore  thy  far-praised  majesty,  and  let  the  remembrance  of  the 
righteous  be  for  a  blessing. 

And  remembering  those  princes  of  the  people,  the  patriarchs 
of  old,  do  thou  guard  thy  servants  from  conscious  guilt  and 
unwitting  error;  for  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  everlasting 
to  everlasting. 

Remember  Salem's  tabernacle  that  now  sitteth  solitary; 
hasten  to  rear  it  up  again  and  to  establish  it  securely.  Then 
shall  the  mountain  of  Zion  rejoice  and  the  daughters  of  Judah 
be  glad. 

Reader.  Unto  life  everlasting  may  nTy  faithful  brethren 
be  inscribed ;  may  they  be  worthy  to  gaze  upon  the  pleasant- 
ness of  the  Lord,  a  memorial  in  the  temple  of  the  most  holy. 

Cong.  The  horn — its  tones  come  clearly,  spreading  ever- 
lasting joy  .and  universal  healing  and  bidding  them  return  who 
were  lost  in  the  land  of  Assyria. 

Its  voice  leaps  through  the  coasts  of  Syria  with  tidings  of 
freedom  to  Judah  and  Ephraim  and  to  the  outcasts  in  the  land 
of  Egypt. ^ 

Through  Zarephath  and  Sepharad^  it  shrills  its  call  to  holi- 
ness. To  my  far-scattered  race  it  shall  herald  new  and  immor- 
tal life,  and  they  shall  worship  before  the  Lord  in  the  holy 
mountain. 

Reader.  Thy  words  of  comfort  shall  solace  me  two-fold, 
foretelling  that  in  all  lands  men  shall  serve  thee  and  pray  in 
thy  hallowed  mountain  in  Jerusalem,  most  holy  One. 

Cong.  All-holy  King,  thou  who  inhabitest  the  dread  skies, 
speed  the  forerunner  of  the  Deliverer's  coming.  The  Lord 
reigneth,  the  earth  shall  rejoice. 

King,  high  and  exalted,  omniscient  witness  of  all,  build 
up  thy  City ;  for  the  time  is  come.  The  Lord  shall  reign  to  all 
eternity. 

King,  whose  everlasting  dominion  extendeth  over  all,  make 
straight  the  path  of  thy  worshippers  and  lead  them  onward. 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

Reader.  Thou  wilt  guide  our  steps  to  the  lands  of  the  liv- 
ing. O  come  ye  and  let  us  walk  in  the  light  of  the  Lord.  And 
sovereignty  shall  be  the  Lord's,  the  holy  One.

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Reader.  They  guard  thy  commandments :  they  are  thy 
witnesses,  thy  worshippers.  O  take  them  and  bear  them  to 
spread  thy  glory ;  for  they  are  all  thy  servants,  most  holy  One. 

Cong.  Remember  them  that  seek  thee,  and  raise  them 
unto  life.  Exalt  their  horn  and  greet  them  with  thy  mercies. 
Remember   thy   congregation   thou    hast   gotten    thee   of   old. 

Remember  her  that  was  drawn  after  thee  in  loving  entreaty, 
that  was  upheld  by  the  sweet  comforts  of  thy  fire-given  Law, 
and  the  tribe  of  thine  inheritance  whom  thou  didst  redeem. 
O  remember  and  speed  the  day  of  thy  salvation,  when  we 
may  again  worship  in  thy  shrine  and  enter  into  thy  habita- 
tion on  ]\Iount  Zion,  thy  dwelling-place. 

Reader.  Tend  with  compassion  the  little  lambs  of  thy 
flock;  give  them  their  need  of  food  for  soul  and  body.  And 
as  for  me,  my  prayer  be  unto  thee  in  an  acceptable  time, 
most  holy  One. 

Cong.  The  season  is  come  to  sound  the  appointed  notes 
of  the  ram's  horn,  that  there  may  be  remembered  thereby 
unto  the  faithful  the  sacrifice  of  the  ram  that  behind  the 
patriarch  was  caught  by  its  horns  in  the  thicket. 

At  the  voice  of  the  horn  the  camp  trembled  and  stood 
from  a  distance.  All  merciful,  remember  it  and  be  it  thy 
gracious  will  to  acquit  us.  For  lo,  "The  horn  w^axes  very 
loud." 

Thou  hast  enjoined  it  for  the  appointed  time  upon  the 
nation  whose  dust  cannot  be  numbered,  that  so  they  may 
return  from  iniquity  and  enter  into  perfect  atonement. 
Elow  ye  the  horn  on  the  New  Moon. 

Reader.  God  hath  been  pleased  to  array  his  inheritance 
with  the  beauty  of  holiness.  He  taught  them  to  recite  his 
ofiferings  by  number  and  that  it  should  be  better  than  an 
ox  and  a  bullock  unto  the  Lord,  the  holy  One. 

Cong.  The  King  judgeth  peoples  with  equity  that  he 
may  be  exalted,  and  from  his  lofty  height  he  regardeth 
and  examineth  their  case.  He  setteth  his  throne  upon 
justice. 

The  omnipotent  King  is  alone  hallowed  in  righteousness. 
The  Eternal  is  exalted  and  glorious  in  judgment,  ready  to 
execute  the  suit  of  his  servant. 

The  King  will  remember  mercy  in  wTath  according  to  his 
promise.  He  is  nigh  to  justify  the  people  that  testifieth 
to  the  Unity  of  his  Name,  his  people  Israel,  every  day. 

Reader.  May  thy  work  and  thy  glory  appear  unto  them 
that  are  whole  in  their  faith,  that  they  may  dwell  beneath 
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Magnified  and  sanctified  be  his  great  Name  in  the  world 
he  hath  created  according  to  his  will.  May  he  establish  his 
kingdom  in  your  life-time  and  in  your  days,  and  in  the  life- 
time of  all  the  house  of  Israel,  speedily  and  at  a  near  time ;

Cong.     Let  his  great  Name  be  blessed  for  ever  and  ever.

Rabbi  Eleazer  said  in  the  name  of  Rabbi  Chanina,  The  disciples 
of  the  sages  increase  peace  in  the  world,  as  it  is  said,  "And  all  thy 
children  shall  be  taught  of  the  Lord :  and  great  shall  be  the  peace 
of  thy  children."  Read  not  banayich—^'thy  children,"  but  botiayich

Talmud  Babli :    Keriihoth  6a. 

The  compound  of  the  incense^  consisted  of  balm,  cloves.^  gal- 
bunum  and  frankincense,  of  each  a  like  weight  —  seventy  manehs; 
of  myrrh,  cassia,  spikenard  and  saffron,  of  each  of  a  like  weight  —  six- 
teen m.anehs ;  of  costus  twelve,  of  bark  three,  and  of  cinnamon 
nine  manehs ;  of  alkali  procured  from  Karshina  nine  kabs ;  of  Cy- 
prus wine  three  seahs  and  three  kabs,  though  if  Cyprus  wine  was 
not  procurable  old  white  wine  was  brought;  of  salt  of  Sodom  the 
fourth  part  of  a  kab,  and  a  minute  quantity  of  maaleh  ashan.3  Rabbi 
Nathan  says,  a  minute  quantity  of  the  herb  that  grew  on  the  banks 
of  the  Jordan  was  used:  if  one  added  honey  he  rendered  the  in- 
cense unfit  for  use,  and  if  he  omitted  one  of  its  sweet  spices  he  was 
deserving  of  death.  Rabban  Simeon  son  of  Gamaliel  says,  the  balm 
is  a  resin  that  exudes  from  the  wood  of  the  balsam  tree.  The  alkali 
procured  from  Karshina  was  used  to  bleach  and  beautify  the  cloves, 
and  the  Cyprus  wine  to  steep  them  therein  that  the  odour  might  be 
pungent.

loving-kindness  and  the  oath  which  thou  swarest  unto 
Abraham  our  father  on  Mount  Moriah:  and  may  the 
binding  with  which  Abraham  our  father  bound  his  son 
Isaac  on  the  altar  appear  before  thee,  how  he  suppressed 
his  compassion  in  order  to  perform  thy  will  with  a  perfect 
heart.  So  may  thy  compassion  soften  thine  anger  against 
us ;  in  thy  great  goodness  may  the  fierceness  of  thy  wrath 
turn  aside  from  thy  people,  thy  City  and  thine  inheritance. 
Fulfil  unto  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  the  word  in  which  thou 
hast  caused  us  to  trust  in  thy  Law  through  the  hand  of 
thy  servant  Moses  by  thy  glorious  command,  as  it  is  said, 
And  I  will,  for  their  sakes,  remember  the  covenant  of  their 
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Thou  rememberest  what  was  wrought  from  eternity,  and 
art  mindful  of  all  that  hath  been  formed  from  of  old :  before 
thee  all  secrets  are  revealed  and  the  multitude  of  hidden 
things  from  the  beginning;  for  there  is  no  forgetfulness 
before  the  throne  of  thy  glory,  nor  is  there  aught  hidden 
from  thine  eyes.  Thou  rememberest  every  deed,  and  no 
creature  is  concealed  from  thee:  all  things  are  manifest 
and  known  unto  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  who  lookest  and 
seest  to  the  end  of  all  generations.  For  thou  wilt  bring  on 
the  appointed  time  of  memorial  when  every  spirit  and  soul 
shall  be  visited,  and  the  multitudinous  works  be  remembered 
with  the  countless  throng  of  thy  creatures.  From  the 
beginning  didst  thou  make  this  known,  and  from  aforetime 
didst  thou  reveal  it.  This  day,  on  which  was  the  beginning 
of  thy  work,  is  a  memorial  of  the  first  day ;  for  it  is  a  statute 
for  Israel,  an  ordinance  of  the  God  of  Jacob.  Thereon 
sentence  is  pronounced  upon  countries — which  of  them  is 
destined  to  the  sword  and  which  to  peace,  which  to  famine 
and  which  to  plenty;  and  every  creature  is  visited  thereon, 
and  recorded  for  life  or  for  death.  Who  is  not  visited  on 
such  a  day  as  this?  For  the  remembrance  of  every  creature 
cometh  before  thee,  man's  deeds  and  destiny,  his  works 
and  ways,  the  thoughts  and  designs  of  man  and  the  workings 
of  his  imagination.  Happy  is  the  man  who  forgetteth  thee 
not,  and  the  son  of  man  who  strengtheneth  himself  in  thee; 
for  they  that  seek  thee  shall  never  stumble,  neither  shall 
they  ever  be  put  to  shame  who  trust  in  thee.  For  the 
remembrance  of  all  works  cometh  before  thee,  and  thou 
searchest  into  the  doings  of  them  all.  Of  Noah  also  thou 
wast  mindful  in  thy  love,  and  didst  visit  him  with  a  promise 
of  salvation  and  mercy,  when  thou  broughtest  forth  the 
waters  of  the  flood  to  destroy  all  flesh  because  of  their  evil 
deeds.  So  his  remembrance  came  before  thee,  O  Lord  our 
God,  to  increase  his  seed  like  the  dust  of  the  earth,  and 
his  offspring  like  the  sand  of  the  sea:  as  it  is  written  in 
thy  Law,  And  God  remembered  Noah,  and  every  living 
thing,  and  all  the  cattle  that  were  with  him  in  the  ark: 
and  God  made  a  wind  to  pass  over  the  earth,  and  the  waters 
assuaged.     And  it  is  said.  And  God  heard  their  groaning:

Shine  forth  in  the  majesty  of  thy  triumphant 
strength  over  all  the  inhabitants  of  thy  world,  that  every  form 
may  know  that  thou  hast  formed  it,  and  every  creature  under- 
stand that  thou  hast  created  it,  and  that  all  that  hath  breath 
in  its  nostrils  may  say:  The  Lord  God  of  Israel  is  King  and 
his  dominion  ruleth  over  all.  [Our  God  and  the  God  of  our 
fathers,  accept  our  rest,]  sanctify  us  by  thy  commandments 
and  grant  our  portion  be  in  thy  Law;  satisfy  us  with  thy 
goodness,  and  gladden  us  with  thy  salvation,  [and  cause  us, 
O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and  favour  to  inherit  thy  holy 
Sabbath;  and  may  Israel  find  repose  thereon  who  hallow  thy 
Name.]  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee  in  truth ;  for  thou, 
O  God.  art  truth,  and  thy  word  is  truth  and  endureth  for  ever. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King  over  all  the  earth,  who 
sanctifiest  [the  Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the  Day  of  Memorial.

Cong.  This  day  the  world  was  called  into  being :  this  day 
thou  causest  all  the  creatures  of  the  Universe  to  stand  in 
judgment  as  children  or  as  servants.  If  as  children,  have 
pity  upon  us  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children ;  and  if  as  ser- 
vants, our  eyes  wait  on  thee  until  thou  be  gracious  unto  us  and 
bring  forth  our  judgment  as  the  light,  O  God,  terrible  and 
holy.

And  accept  with  mercy  and  favour  our  recital  of  thy 
Sovereignty. 
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Therefore  we  hope  in  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  we  may 
speedily  behold  the  glory  of  thy  might,  when  thou  wilt  remove 
the  abominations  from  the  earth,  and  the  idols  shall  be  utterly 
cut  off ;  when  the  world  shall  be  set  under  the  kingdom  of  the 
Almighty,  and  all  the  children  of  flesh  shall  call  upon  thy 
Name,  when  thou  wilt  turn  unto  thyself  all  the  wicked  of  the 
earth.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  shall  know  and  ac- 
knowledge that  unto  thee  every  knee  must  bend,  every  tongue 
must  swear.  Before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  shall  they  kneel 
and  fall,  and  they  shall  give  honour  unto  thy  glorious  Name ; 
they  shall  all  accept  the  yoke  of  thy  kingdom,  and  over  them 
thou  wilt  speedily  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  For  the  Kingdom 
is  thine,  and  to  all  eternity  wilt  thou  reign  in  glory,  as  it  is 
■written  in  thy  Law,  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  it  is  said,  He  hath  not  beheld  iniquity  in  Jacob,  neither 
hath  he  seen  perverseness  in  Israel :  the  Lord  his  God  is  with 
him,  and  the  shout  of  a  King  is  among  them.  And  it  is  said, 
And  he  was  King  of  Jeshurun,  when  the  heads  of  the  people 
were  gathered,  the  tribes  of  Israel  together.  And  in  thy  Holy 
Words  it  is  written,  saying,  For  sovereignty  is  the  Lord's, 
and  he  is  the  ruler  over  the  nations.  And  it  is  said.  The  Lord 
reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty;  the  Lord  is  clothed  with 
strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself ;  the  world  also 
is  stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  And  it  is  said.  Lift  up 
your  heads,  O  ye  gates ;  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors ; 
and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in.  Who  is  this  King  of 
glory?  The  Lord  strong  and  mighty,  the  Lord  mighty  in  bat- 
tle. Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates ;  even  lift  them  up,  ye  ever- 
lasting doors ;  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in.  Who  is 
this  King  of  glory?  The  Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of 
glory.  Selah.  And  by  the  hands  of  thy  servants,  the  prophets, 
it  is  written,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Lord,  the  King  of  Israel 
and  his  Redeem.er,  the  Lord  of  hosts :  I  am  the  first  and  I  am 
the  la^t;  and  beside  me  there  is  no  God.  And  it  is  said,  And 
saviours  shall  come  up  on  Mount  Zion  to  judge  the  Mount  of 
Esau,  and  sovereignty  shall  be  the  Lord's.

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Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  inspire  the  lips  of  those 
who  have  been  deputed  by  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  to 
stand  in  prayer  before  thee,  to  beseech  thee  and  supplicate  thy 
presence  for  them.  Teach  them  what  they  shall  say,  instruct 
them  what  they  shall  speak,  grant  unto  them  that  which  they 
ask,  and  make  known  to  them  how  they  may  glorify  thee. 
They  walk  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance ;  they  bend  the  knee 
unto  thee,  and  with  their  lips  utter  blessing  on  thy  people;  O 
deign  that  all  of  them  be  blessed  with  the  blessings  of  thy 
mouth.

They  approach  the  holy  ark  in  dread,  to  appease  thine  anger 
and  wrath,  encompassed  by  thy  people  as  with  walls ;  O  look 
down  from  heaven  in  compassion  upon  them.  Unto  thee  in 
heaven  they  lift  up  the  eye,  pouring  forth  their  heart  as  water 
before  thee;  and  do  thou  hear  them  from  heaven.  Suffer 
them  not  to  falter  with  their  tongue  nor  to  err  in  their  speech, 
that  the  multitudes  that  repose  in  them  be  not  put  to  shame 
nor  bear  reproach ;  guard  heir  lips  from  uttering  any  word  that 
is  not  according  to  thy  will.  For  those  to  whom  thou  art 
gracious,  O  Lord  our  God,  they  indeed  have  found  grace;  and 
those  pitied  of  thee,  they  indeed  have  won  mercy.  For  we 
know,  O  Lord  our  God,  that  thou  wilt  be  gracious  to  whom 
thou  wilt  be  gracious,  and  wilt  shew  mercy  on  whom  thou 
wilt  shew  mercy,  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Law,  And  I  will  be 
gracious  to  whom  I  will  be  gracious,  and  will  shew  mercy 
on  whom  I  will  shew  mercy.  And  it  is  said:  Let  not  them 
that  wait  on  thee  be  ashamed  through  me,  O  Lord  God  of 
hosts :  let  not  those  who  seek  thee  be  brought  to  dishonour 
through  me,  O  God  of  Israel. 


I  will  hope  in  God;  I  will  beseech  his  Presence;  I  will  ask 
of  him  the  answer  of  the  tongue,  that  in  the  congregation  of 
the  people  I  may  sing  of  his  power  and  utter  joyful  strains 
concerning  his  deeds.

ing of  the  new  moon,  and  the  meal-offering  thereof,  and 
the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  meal-offering  thereof, 
and  their  drink-offerings  according  to  their  ordinance : 
for  a  sweet  savour,  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord. 

On  Sabbath  tlie  folloiving  paragraph  is  added: 

[They  shall  receive  thy  Kingdom  who  kept  the  Sabbath 
and  call  it  a  delight:  the  people  that  hallow  the  seventh 
day  shall,  all  of  them,  be  satisfied  and  delighted  with  thy 
goodness :  for  thou  didst  find  pleasure  in  the  seventh  day 
and  didst  hallow  it :  the  desirable  of  days  didst  thou  call 
it,  in  remembrance  of  the  work  of  creation.]

Thereon  is  thy  dominion  exalted  and 
thy  throne  is  established  in  mercy,  and  thou  sittest  thereon  in  truth. 
Verily  it  is  thou  alone  who  art  judge  and  arbiter,  who 
knowest  and  art  witness;  thou  wri'est  down  and  settest  the  seal, 
thou  recordest  and  tellest;  yea,  thou  rememberest  the  things  for- 
gotten.

The  book  is 
open  and  proclaims  man's  deeds ;  all  creatures  pass  before 
thy  presence  and  perforce  must  yield  account.  On  this 
day,  the  first  appointed  of  thy  holy  convocations,  thou 
causest  thy  flock  to  pass  under  thy  crook.  Reader.  And 
when  thy  witnesses  sound  aloud  [On  Sabbath:  make  mention 
of  the  sound  of]  the  horn,  in  thy  mercy  be  thou  mindful  of 
thine  oath  unto  thy  servants. 

Cong.  O  let  the  Shophar's  shout  ascend  and  with  it  our 
prayer,  and  in  thy  tender  mercy,  Almighty  God,  be  thou 
reconciled  with  us. 

Reader.  O  sheathe  the  glittering  sword;  uphold  thy 
mighty  shield  and  beneath  its  covert  guard  us  on  every  side. 
Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King  who  delightest  in  life, 
and  inscribe  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thine  own  sake,  O 
living  God.  O  King,  Helper,  Saviour  and  Shield;  blessed  art 
thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 

Thou  art  mighty  for  ever,  O  Lord ;  it  is  thou  who 
quickenest  the  dead  and  art  mighty  to  save.

The  Ark  is  opened. 

Reader.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers,  God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac  and  God  of 
Jacob,  great,  mighty  and  awful  God,  most  high  God,  who 
bestowest  gracious  favours  and  who  possessest  all  things, 
who  rememberest  the  piety  of  the  patriarchs,  and  who  in 
love  wilt  bring  a  Redeemer  to  their  children's  children,  for 
the  sake  of  thy  Name. 

From  the  counsel  of  the  wise  and  understanding,  and 
from  knowledge  gotten  of  the  discerning,  I  will  open  my 
lips  in  prayer  and  supplication,  to  entreat  and  implore  the 
presence  of  the  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  lords. 

Cong.  ^  From  of  old  this  is  the  appointed  day  whereon 
the  deeds  of  every  day  are  weighed  and  judged,  whereon 
all  creatures  approach  thy  terrible  presence,  beseeching  thee 
that  redemption  may  outweigh  strict  justice.  When  Adam, 
man  first  created,  disobeyed  the  statute  of  thy  word,  this 
day  of  largess  pleaded  in  his  strait^ ;  then  didst  thou 
ordain  it  for  a  time  of  judgment  for  unborn  generations. 
This  day  the  Hills  and  Rocks  were  hewn  and  set  on  the 
pillars  of  the  world  ^ :  they  are  our  forefathers  who  planted 
trees  and  fashioned  vessels  out  of  clay,*  and  taught  thy 
righteousness  to  ages  yet  wrapt  in  the  womb  of  time.     This

day,  and  for  thy  wondrous  benefits  which  are  with  us  at  all 
times,  even,  morn  and  noon.  Thou  art  the  Beneficent  One, 
for  thy  mercies  never  fail;  thou  art  the  Merciful  One,  for 
thy  kindnesses  never  cease.     We  have  ever  hoped  in  thee.

Grant  peace,  welfare,  blessing,  grace,  loving-kindness  and 
mercy  unto  us  and  unto  all  Israel,  thy  people.  Bless  us, 
O  our  Father,  yea,  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light  of  thy 
countenance ;  for  by  the  light  of  thy  countenance  thou 
hast  given  unto  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life,  loving- 
kindness  and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and  peace; 
and  may  it  be  good  in  thy  sight  to  bless  thy  people  Israel 
at  all  times  and  in  every  hour  with  thy  peace.  In  the  book 
of  life,  blessing,  peace  and  good  sustenance  may  we  be  remem- 
bered and  inscribed  before  thee,  we  and  all  thy  people  the 
house  of  Israel,  for  a  happy  life  and  peace.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord,  who  makest  peace. 

O  my  God,  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me,  let  my  soul  be 
silent,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  thou 
my  heart  to  thy  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  command- 
ments. And  as  to  any  who  devise  evil  against  me,  speedily 
make  their  counsel  of  none  effect  and  frustrate  their  designs. 
Do  thou  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy 
right  hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  thy  Law,  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  delivered.  O  save 
with  thy  right  hand  and  answer  me.  Let  the  words  of  my 
mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  acceptable  before

lost  in  the  land  of  Assyria,  and  they  that  were  outcasts  in 
the  land  of  Egypt:  and  they  shall  worship  the  Lord  in  the 
holy  mountain  at  Jerusalem.  And  it  is  said,  And  the  Lord 
shall  be  seen  over  them,  and  his  arrow  shall  go  forth  as  the 
lightning:  and  the  Lord  God  shall  blow  the  trumpet,  and 
shall  go  with  whirlwinds  of  the  south.  The  Lord  of  hosts 
shall  shield  them.  So  be  thou  a  shield  over  thy  people 
Israel  witli  thy  peace. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  sound  the  great  trumpet 
for  our  freedom,  lift  up  the  ensign  to  gather  our  exiles, 
bring  together  our  scattered  ones  from  among  the  nations, 
and  gather  our  dispersed  from  the  uttermost  parts  of  the 
earth.  Lead  us  in  triumph  unto  Zion  thy  City,  and  unto 
Jerusalem,  the  place  of  thy  sanctuary,  with  everlasting  joy; 
and  there  will  we  prepare  before  thee  the  ofiferings  enjoined 
on  us,  as  is  commanded  us  in  thy  Law  through  the 
hand  of  thy  servant  Moses,  by  thy  glorious  command, 
as  it  is  said,  And  in  the  day  of  your  gladness  and  in  your 
set  feasts,  and  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months,  ye  shall 
blow  with  the  trumpets  over  your  burnt  offerings  and  over 
the  sacrifices  of  your  peace-offerings :  and  they  shall  be  a 
memorial  for  you  before  your  God ;  I  am  the  Lord  your 
God.

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  thy  people  Israel  and  their  prayer; 
restore  the  service  to  the  innermost  part  of  thine  house ;  receive 
in  love  and  favour  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel  and  their 
prayer ;  and  may  the  service  of  thy  people  Israel  be  ever 
acceptable  to  thee.  And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy  return  in 
mercy  to  Zion.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  restorest  thy 
divine  presence  unto  Zion. 

We  make  acknowledgment  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the 
Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever  and  ever; 
thou  art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation 
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Thou  didst  reveal  thyself  in  a  cloud  of  glory  unto  thy 
holy  people  to  speak  with  them.  Out  of  heaven  thou  didst 
make  them  hear  thy  voice,  and  wast  revealed  unto  them  in 
clouds  of  purity.  The  whole  world  trembled  at  thy  pres- 
ence and  the  works  of  creation  were  in  awe  of  thee,  when 
thou  didst  thus  reveal  thyself,  O  our  King,  upon  Mount 
Sinai  to  teach  thy  people  Law  and  commandments,  and 
didst  make  them  hear  the  majesty  of  thy  voice,  and  thy 
holy  words  out  of  flames  of  fire.  Amid  thunders  and 
lightnings  thou  didst  manifest  thyself  to  them,  and  while 
the  trumpet  sounded  thou  didst  shine  forth  upon  them;

With  trumpets  and 
sound  of  the  horn  make  a  joyful  noise  before  the  King, 
the  Lord.  And  it  is  said.  Blow  ye  the  trumpet  on  the  new 
moon,  in  the  time  appointed,  on  our  solemn  feast-day.  For  it 
is  a  statute  for  Israel,  an  ordinance  of  the  God  of  Jacob.  And 
it  is  said,  Praise  ye  the  Lord ;  praise  God  in  his  sanctuary : 
praise  him  in  the  firmament  of  his  power.  Praise  him  for 
his  mighty  acts :  praise  him  according  to  his  excellent 
greatness.  Praise  him  with  the  sound  of  the  trumpet : 
praise  him  with  the  psalter  and  harp.  Praise  him  with  the 
timbrel  and  dance :  praise  him  with  stringed  instruments 
and  the  pipe.  Praise  him  upon  the  loud  cymbals:  praise 
him  upon  the  high-sounding  cymbals.  Let  everything  that 
hath  breath  praise  the  Lord ;  praise  ye  the  Lord.  And  by 
the  hands  of  thy  servants,  the  prophets,  it  is  written,  saying. 
All  ye  inhabitants  of  the  world,  and  ye  dwellers  on  the 
earth,  when  an  ensign  is  lifted  up  on  the  mountains,  see 
ye,  and  when  the  trumpet  is  blown,  hear  ye.  And  it  is 
said,  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  on  that  day,  that  a  great 
trumpet   shall   be   blown ;   and   they   shall   come   which   were 
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with  Isaac,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Abraham  will  I 
remember;  and  I  will  remember  the  land.  And  in  thy 
Holy  Words  it  is  written,  saying,  He  hath  made  a  memorial 
for  his  wondrous  works :  the  Lord  is  gracious  and  full  of 
compassion.  And  it  is  said,  He  hath  given  meat  unto  them 
tliat  fear  him:  he  will  ever  be  mindful  of  his  covenant. 
And  it  is  said.  And  he  remembered  for  them  his  covenant, 
and  repented  according  to  the  multitude  of  his  mercies. 
And  by  the  hands  of  thy  servants,  the  prophets,  it  is 
written,  saying.  Go  and  cfy^  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying, 
Thus  saith  the  Lord,  I  remember  for  thee  the  kindnees  of 
thy  youth,  the  love  of  thine  espousals :  how  thou  wentest 
after  me  in  the  wilderness,  in  a  land  that  was  not  sown.

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creature  is  concealed  from  thee;  all  things  are  manifest 
and  known  unto  thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  who  lookest  and 
seest  to  the  end  of  all  generations.  For  thou  wilt  bring  on 
the  appointed  time  of  memorial  when  every  spirit  and  soul 
shall  be  visited,  and  the  multitudinous  works  be  remembered 
with  the  countless  throng  of  thy  creatures.  From  the 
beginning  didst  thou  make  this  known,  and  from  aforetime 
didst  thou  reveal  it.  This  day,  on  which  was  the  beginning 
of  thy  work,  is  a  memorial  of  the  first  day ;  for  it  is  a  statute 
for  Israel,  an  ordinance  of  the  God  of  Jacob.

and  God  made  a  wind  to  pass  over  the  earth,  and  the  waters 
assuaged.  And  it  is  said,  And  God  heard  their  groaning: 
and  God  remembered  his  covenant  with  Abraham,  with 
Isaac,  and  with  Jacob,  x^nd  it  is  said,  Then  will  I  re- 
member   my    covenant    with    Jacob,    and    also    my    covenant 
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and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in.  Who  is  this  King  of 
glory?  The  Lord  strong  and  mighty,  the  Lord  mighty  in 
battle.  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates ;  even  lift  them 
up,  ye  everlasting  doors ;  and  the  King  of  glory  shall  come 
in.  Who  is  this  King  of  glory?  The  Lord  of  hosts,  he  is 
the  King  of  glory.  Selah.  And  by  the  hands  of  thy 
servants,  the  prophets,  it  is  written,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord,  the  King  of  Israel  and  his  Redeemer,  the  Lord  of 
hosts :  I  am  the  first  and  I  am  the  last ;  and  beside  me 
there  is  no  God.  And  it  is  said.  And  saviours  shall  come 
up  on  ]\Iount  Zion  to  judge  the  Mount  of  Esau,  and 
sovereignty  shall  be  the  Lord's.  And  it  is  said.  And  the 
Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth ;  in  that  day  shall 
the  Lord  be  One  and  his  Name  One.  And  in  thy  Law  it 
is  written,  saying.  Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the 
Lord  is  One.

before  the  throne  of  thy  glory,  nor  is  there  aught  hidden 
from    thine    eyes.     Thou    rememberest    every    deed,    and    no

additional  offering  of  [tliis  Sabbath  day  and]  this  Day  of 
Memorial  will  we  prepare  and  offer  unto  thee  in  love  according 
to  the  conanandment  of  thy  will,  as  thou  hast  prescribed  for 
us  in  thy  Law,  through  the  hand  of  thy  servant  JMoses,  by 
thy  glorious  command,  as  it  is  said : 

Oil  Sabbath  the  folloK'iiig  paragraph  is  added: 

And  on  the  Sabbath  day  two  he-lambs  of  the  first  year 
without  blemish,  and  two  tenth  parts  of  fine  flour  for  a 
meal-offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink-offering 
thereof ;  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every  Sabbath,  beside 
the   continual   burnt  offering  and  the   drink-oifering   thereof. 

And  in  the  seventh  month,  on  the  first  day  of  the  month 
ye  shall  have  an  holy  convocation ;  ye  shall  do  no  servile 
work:  it  shall  be  a  day  of  blovvdng  the  horn  unto  you.  And 
ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  oifering  for  a  sweet  savour  unto  the 
Lord :  one  young  bullock,  one  ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the 
first  year  w^ithout  blemish. 

And  their  meal-offering  and  their  drink-offerings  as 
ordained ;  three  tenth  parts  for  the  bullock,  two  tenth 
parts  for  the  ram,  and  one  tenth  part  for  each  lamb,  and 
wine  according  to  the  drink-offering  thereof,  and  two  he- 
goats  wherewith  to  make  atonement,  and  the  two  continual 
offerings  according  to  their  ordinance :  beside  the  burnt 
offering  of  the  new  moon,  and  th.e  meal-offering  thereof, 
and  the  continual  burnt  offering  and  the  meal-offering 
thereof,  and  their  drink-offerings  according  to  their  ordi- 
nance: for  a  sweet  savour,  an  offering  made  by  fire  unto 
the  Lord. 

On  Sabbath  the  foUozcing  paragraph  is  added: 

[They  shall  rejoice  in  tliy  Kingdom  who  keep  the  Sabbath 
and  call  it  a  delight;  the  people  that  hallow  the  seventh  day 
shall,  all  of  them,  be  satisfied  and  delighted  with  thy  goodness; 
for  thou  didst  find  pleasure  in  the  seventh  day  and  didst  hallow 
it ;  the  desirable  of  days  didst  thou  call  it,  in  remembrance  of 
the  work  of  creation.] 
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sumed  like  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  dominion  of  arro- 
gance to  pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone,  over  all  thy 
works  on  i\Iount  Zion,  the  dwelling-place  of  thy  glory,  and 
in  Jerusalem,  thy  holy  City ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  holy  words, 
The  Lord  sliall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all 
generations.     Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  awful  is  thy  Name,  and  there  is  no  God 
beside  thee ;  as  it  is  written,  And  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  exalted 
in  judgment  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in  righteousness. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples ;  thou  hast  loved  us 
and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all  tongues. 
Thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments,  and  hast  drawn 
us  near,  O  our  King,  unto  thy  service,  and  hast  called  us  by 
thy  great  and  holy  Name. 

On  Sabbath  add  the  bracketed  words: 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  and]  this  Day  of  Memorial,  a  day  of  blowing 
the  horn:  [On  Sabbath  say:  a  day  of  remembrance  of  the 
blowing  of  the  horn,  in  love:]  a  holy  convocation,  a  memorial 
of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 

But  because  of  our  sins  we  have  been  exiled  from  our  land 
and  removed  far  away  from  our  country,  and  we  are  unable  to 
perform  our  duties  in  the  house  of  thy  choice,  the  great  and 
holy  house  called  by  thy  Name,  because  of  the  hand  that  hath 
been  stretched  out  against  thy  sanctuary. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
merciful  King,  again  in  thine  abundant  mercy  to  have  com- 
passion upon  us  and  upon  thy  sanctuary ;  O  speedily  re- 
build it  and  magnify  its  glory.  Our  Father,  our  King, 
reveal  the  glory  of  thy  Kingdom  unto  us  speedily,  and  shine 
forth  and  exalt  thyself  over  us  in  the  sight  of  all  living. 
Bring  together  our  scattered  ones   from  among  the  nations, 
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in  life,  and  inscribe  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thine  own 
sake,  O  living  God,  O  King,  Helper,  Saviour  and  Shield ; 
blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 

Thou  art  mighty  for  ever,  O  Lord ;  it  is  thou  who 
quickenest  the  dead  and  art  mighty  to  save.

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  Lord  of 
mighty  acts,  and  who  can  be  compared  unto  thee,  O  King, 
who  killest  and  restorest  to  life  and  causest  salvation  to 
spring  forth  ?  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  Father  of  mercy,  who 
in  mercy  rememberest  thy  creatures  unto  life?  And  faithful 
art  thou  to  quicken  the  dead.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who 
quickenest  the  dead. 

Thou  art  holy  and  thy  Name  is  holy,  and  holy  beings  praise 
thee  daily.     Selah. 

Now  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe  upon 
all  thy  works  and  thy  dread  over  all  that  thou  hast  created, 
that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee  and  all  creatures  prostrate 
themselves  before  thee,  that  they  may  all  form  one  band  to 
do  thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart :  even  as  we  know,  O  Lord 
our  God,  that  dominion  is  thine,  strength  is  in  thy  hand,  and 
might  in  thy  right  hand,  and  that  thy  Name  is  awful  over  all 
that  thou  hast  created.

Thou  art  holy  and  thy  Name  is  holy,  and  holy  beings  praise 
thee  daily.    Selah. 

Now  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe  upon 
all  thy  works  and  thy  dread  over  all  that  thou  hast  created, 
that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee  and  all  creatures  prostrate 
themselves  before  thee,  that  they  may  all  form  one  band  to 
do  thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart ;  even  as  we  know,  O  Lord  our 
God,  that  dominion  is  thine,  strength  is  in  thy  hand,  and  might 
in  thy  right  hand,  and  that  thy  Name  is  awful  over  all  that 
thou  hast  created. 

And  therefore,  O  Lord,  giv«  glory  unto  thy  people, 
praise  to  them  that  fear  thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  thee, 
confidence    to    them    that    wait    for    thee,    joy    to    thy    land, 
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generation.  In  the  heights  of  the  Universe  is  thy  habitation, 
and  thy  judgments  and  thy  righteousness  reach  unto  the  ends 
of  the  earth.  Happy  is  the  man  who  hearkeneth  unto  thy  com- 
mandments, and  layeth  up  thy  Law  and  thy  word  in  his  heart. 
It  is  true  that  thou  art  the  Lord  of  thy  people,  and  a  mighty 
King  to  plead  their  cause.  It  is  true  that  thou  art  the  first 
and  thou  art  the  last,  and  beside  thee  we  have  no  King,  re- 
deemer and  saviour.  From  Eg}'pt  thou  didst  redeem  us,  O 
Lord  our  God,  and  from  the  house  of  bondage  thou  didst 
deliver  us ;  all  their  first-born  thou  didst  slay,  but  thy  first- 
born didst  thou  redeem ;  thou  didst  divide  the  Red  Sea  and 
drown  the  proud ;  thou  madest  the  beloved  to  pass  through, 
but  the  waters  covered  their  adversaries ;  not  one  of  them  was 
left.  Wherefore  the  beloved  praised  and  extolled  God,  yea, 
the  beloved  offered  hymns,  songs,  praises,  blessings  and  thanks- 
givings to  the  King  and  God  who  liveth  and  endureth,  who  is 
high  and  exalted,  great  and  awful,  who  bringeth  low  the 
haughty  and  raiseth  up  the  lowly,  leadeth  forth  the  prisoners, 
delivereth  the  meek,  helpeth  the  poor  and  answereth  his  people 
when  they  cry  unto  him — even  praises  to  the  Most  High  God. 
blessed  is  he,  yea  blessed,  i\Ioses  and  the  children  of  Israel 
sang  a  song  unto  thee  with  great  joy,  saying  all  of  them: 


Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  mighty  ones? 
Who  is  like  unto  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises, 
doing  wonders? 

With  a  new  song  the  redeemed  offered  praise  unto  thy  Name 
at  the  sea-shore;  together  they  all  gave  thanks  and  proclaimed 
thy  sovereignity,  saying: 

The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

O  Rock  of  Israel,  arise  to  the  help  of  Israel,  and  deliver 
according  to  thy  word  Judah  and  Israel.  Our  Redeemer,  the 
Lord  of  hosts  is  his  Name,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel.  Blessed 
art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast  redeemed  Israel. 
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Numbers   xv.   37-41. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying:  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  bid  them  that  they  make  them  fringes 
in  the  comers  of  their  garments  throughout  their  generations, 
and  that  they  put  upon  the  fringe  of  the  corner  a  thread  of 
blue :  and  it  shall  be  unto  you  for  a  fringe,  that  ye  may  look 
upon  it  and  remembgr  all  the  commandments  of  the  Lord, 
and  do  them ;  and  that  ye  seek  not  after  your  own  heart  and 
your  own  eyes,  after  which  ye  use  to  go  astray :  that  ye  may 
remember  and  do  all  my  commandments,  and  be  holy  unto 
your  God.  I  am  the  Lord  your  God,  who  brought  you  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God;  I  am  the  Lord  your 
God. 


True  and  firm,  established  and  enduring,  right  and  faith- 
ful, beloved  and  precious,  desirable  and  pleasant,  awful  and 
mighty,  set  and  acceptable,  good  and  beautiful,  is  this  word 
unto  us  for  ever  and  ever.  It  is  true,  the  God  of  the  Uni- 
verse is  our  King,  the  Rock  of  Jacob,  the  Shield  of  our 
salvation:  throughout  all  generations  he  endureth  and  his 
Name  endureth ;  his  throne  is  established,  and  his  king- 
dom and  his  faithfulness  endure  for  ever.  His  words  also 
live  and  endure ;  they  are  faithful  and  desirable  for  ever 
and  to  all  eternity,  as  for  our  fathers,  so  also  for  us,  for  our 
children  and  for  our  generations,  and  for  all  the  generations 
of  the  seed  of  Israel  thy  servants.  For  the  first  and  for  the 
last  ages  this  word  is  good  and  endureth  for  ever  and  ever ; 
it  is  true  and  constant,  a  statute  which  shall  not  pass  away. 
It  is  true  that  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our 
fathers,  our  King,  our  fathers'  King,  our  Redeemer,  the  Re- 
deemer of  our  fathers,  our  Creator,  the  Rock  of  our  salvation, 
our  Preserver  and  Deliverer;  thy  Name  is  from  everlasting; 
there  is  no  God  beside  thee. 


Thou   hast  been   the   help   of   our   fathers   from   of   old,   a 
Shield  and  a  Saviour  to  their  children  after  them  in  every 
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Deuteronomy  vi.  4-9. 
Hear,  O  Israel:  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One. 

Blessed  be  his  glorious,  sovereign  Name  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine 
heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might.  And 
these  words,  which  I  command  thee  this  day,  shall  be  in 
thine  heart:  and  thou  shalt  teach  them  diligently  unto  thy 
children,  and  shalt  talk  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine 
house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  and  when  thou  liest 
down,  and  when  thou  risest  up.

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  ye  will  hearken  diligently 
unto  my  commandments  which  I  command  you  this  day, 
to  love  the  Lord  your  God,  and  to  serve  him  with  all  your 
heart  and  with  all  your  soul :  that  I  will  give  the  rain  of 
your  land  in  its  season,  the  first  rain  and  the  latter  rain, 
that  thou  mayest  gather  in  thy  corn  and  thy  w^ine  and  thine 
oil.  And  I  will  send  grass  in  thy  fields  for  thy  cattle,  that  thou 
mayest  eat  and  be  satisfied.  Take  heed  to  yourselves,  that 
your  heart  be  not  deceived,  and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve  other 
gods,  and  worship  them :  and  the  Lord's  wrath  be  kindled 
against  you,  and  he  shut  up  the  heaven  and  there  be  no  rain, 
and  that  the  land  yield  not  her  fruit,  and  ye  perish  quickly 
from  off  the  good  land  which  the  Lord  giveth  you.  Therefore 
shall  ye  lay  up  these  my  words  in  your  lieart  and  in  your 
soul,  and  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and  they  shall 
be  for  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye  shall  teach  them 
your  children,  speaking  of  them  when  thou  sittest  in  thine 
house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  when  thou  liest 
down,  and  when  thou  risest  up.  And  thou  shalt  write  them 
upon  the  door-posts  of  thine  house  and  upon  thy  gates;  that 
your  days  may  be  multiplied,  and  the  days  of  your  children, 
in  the  land  which  the  Lord  sware  imto  your  fathers  to  give 
them,  as  tlie  days  of  the  heavens  upon  the  earth. 
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The  Chayoth  sing:  the  Cherubim  glorify:  the  Seraphim 
exult,  and  the  Arelim  bless.  .  The  face  of  every  Chayah, 
Ophan  and  Cherub  is  set  toward  the  Seraphim,  and  thus 
confronting  each  the  other,  they  utter  praise  and  say,  Blessed 
be  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from  his  place. 


To  the  blessed  God  they  offer  sweet  song;  to  the  King, 
the  living  and  ever-enduring  God,  they  utter  hymns  ztnd 
make  their  praises  heard;  for  he  alone  worketh  mighty  deeds, 
and  maketh  new  things.  He  is  the  Lord  of  battles;  he  soweth 
righteousness,  causeth  salvation  to  spring  forth  and  createth 
remedies.  He  is  fearful  in  praises.  He  is  the  Lord  of  won- 
ders, who  in  his  goodness  reneweth  the  creation  every  day 
continually,  as  it  is  said:  Give  thanks  to  him  that  made  great 
lights :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  O  cause  a  new  light 
to  shine  upon  Zion,  and  may  we  all  soon  be  worthy  of  its 
brightness:  Blessed  art  thou.  O  Lord,  Creator  of  the  lumi- 
naries. 


With  much  love  hast  thou  loved  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and 
with  great  and  exceeding  tenderness  hast  thou  pitied  us.  O 
our  Father,  our  King,  for  the  sake  of  our  fathers,  who  trusted 
in  thee  and  whom  thou  didst  teach  the  statutes  of  life,  be 
gracious  unto  us  also  and  teach  us.  O  our  Father,  com- 
passionate leather,  who  art  merciful,  have  mercy  upon  us 
and  put  it  into  our  hearts  to  understand  and  to  discern,  to 
hearken,  to  learn  and  to  teach,  to  observe,  to  do  and  to 
fulfil  in  love  all  the  words  of  instruction  in  thy  Law.  En- 
lighten our  eyes  in  thy  Law,  and  cause  our  hearts  to  cleave 
to  thy  commandments,  and  unite  our  hearts  to  love  and 
fear  thy  Name,  so  that  we  be  never  put  to  shame.  For  we 
have  trusted  in  thy  holy,  great  and  awful  Name.  Let  us 
rejoice  and  be  glad  in  thy  salvation.  O  bring  us  in  peace 
from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth,  and  make  us  go  upright 
to  our  land ;  for  thou  art  the  God  who  worketh  salvation. 
Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples  and  tongues,  and  hast 
brought  us  near  unto  thy  great  Name  in  truth ;  selah : 
that  we  may  give  thanks  unto  thee  and  proclaim  thy  Unity 
in  love.  Blessed  are  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast  chosen  thy 
people  Israel  in  love. 
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Tent-like  this  day  the  King  stretched  out  the  sky, 
His  glory  and  His  love  to  testify; 
This  day  for  judgment  all,  both  low  and  high, 
Must  face  their  King. 

He  girds  Himself  with  majesty  and  might. 
And  earth  and  heaven  tremble  in  affright ; 
But  He  who  fashions  hearts  will  judge  aright. 
Our  gracious  King. 

For  He,  who  knows  each  action  and  its  aim, 
Will  mercifully  moderate  our  blame 
This  day,  when  solemn  trumpet-blasts  proclaim 
Our  Lord  the  King. 

So  He  ordained  to  purify  His  flock. 
Who  feeds  His  saints  from  His  unfailing  stock; 
Whose  covenant  is  built  upon  the  rock.

O  root  not  out  the  remnant  of  Thy  sons, 
Not  one  the  service  of  Thy  palace  shuns ;

reverence,  sanctify  and  ascribe  sovereignty — 

To  the  name  of  God,  the  great,  mighty  and  awful  King;  holy 
is  he ;  and  they  all  take  upon  themselves  the  yoke  of  the  king- 
dom of  heaven  one  from  the  other,  and  they  give  leave,  one 
unto  the  other,  to  declare  the  holiness  of  their  Creator.  In 
tranquil  spirit,  with  pure  speech  and  holy  melody  they  all 
respond  in  unison  and  exclaim  with  awe :

And  in  the  greatness  of  thine  excellency  thou  overthrowest 

them    that    rise    up    against    thee :    thou    sendest    forth 

thy  wrath,  it  consumeth  them  as  stubble. 
And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils  the  waters  were  gathered 

together,  the  floods   stood  upright  as  an  heap,  and  the 

depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart  of  the  sea. 
The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake,  I  will  divide 

the   spoil ;  my  lust  shall  be   satisfied  upon  them ;   I   will 

draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  destroy  them.

Let 
the  high  praises  of  God  be  in  their  throat,  and  a  two-edged 
sword  in  their  hand;  to  execute  vengeance  upon  the  nations, 
and  punishments  upon  the  peoples,  to  bind  their  kings  with 
chains,  and  their  nobles  with  fetters  of  iron;  to  execute  upon 
them  the  judgment  written:  He  is  the  honour  of  all  his  saints. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Psalm  cl. 

Praise  ye  the  Lord;  praise  God  in  his  sanctuary:  praise 
him  in  the  firmament  of  his  power.  Praise  him  for  his 
mighty  acts :  praise  him  according  to  his  excellent  greatness. 
Praise  him  with  the  sound  of  tire  horn:  praise  him  with  the 
psalter  and  harp.  Praise  him  with  the  timbrel  and  dance: 
praise  him  with  stringed  instruments  and  the  pipe.  Praise 
him  upon  the  loud  cymbals :  Praise  him  upon  the  high  sound- 
ing cymbals.  Let  every  thing  that  hath  breath  praise  the  Lord ;

Praise  ye  the  Lord:  for  it  is  good  to  sing  praises  unto 
our  God;  for  it  is  pleasant;  and  praise  is  comely.  The 
Lord  doth  build  up  Jerusalem :  he  gathereth  togetlier  the 
outcasts  of  Israel.  He  healeth  the  broken  in  heart,  and 
bindeth  up  their  wounds.  He  telleth  the  number  of  the 
stars;  he  calleth  them  all  by  tlieir  names.  Great  is  our 
Lord,  and  of  great  power :  his  understanding  is  infinite. 
The  Lord  lifteth  up  the  meek :  he  castest  the  wicked  down 
to  the  ground.  Sing  unto  the  Lord  with  thanksgiving; 
sing  praise  upon  the  harp  unto  our  God:  who  covereth  the 
heaven  with  clouds,  who  prepareth  rain  for  the  earth,  who 
maketh  grass  to  grow  upon  the  mountains.  He  giveth  to 
the  beast  his  food,  and  to  the  young  ravens  which  cry.  He 
delighteth  not  in  the  strength  of  the  horse:  he  taketh  no 
pleasure  in  the  legs  of  a  man.  The  Lord  taketh  pleasure  in 
tliem  that  fear  him,  in  those  that  hope  for  his  mercy.  Praise 
the  Lord,  O  Jerusalem ;  praise  thy  God,  O  Zion,  For  he 
hath  strengthened  the  bars  of  thy  gates;  he  hath  blessed 
thy  children  within  thee.  He  maketh  thy  border  peace ; 
he  filleth  thee  with  the  fat  of  the  wheat.  He  sendeth  forth 
his  commandment  upon  earth :  his  word  runneth  very 
swiftly.

He  casteth  forth  his  ice  like  morsels :  who 
can  stand  before  his  cold?  He  sendeth  out  his  word,  and 
melteth  them :  he  causeth  his  wind  to  blow,  and  the  waters 
flow.  He  sheweth  his  word  unto  Jacob,  his  statutes  and  his 
judgments  unto  Israel.  He  hath  not  dealt  so  with  any  nation : 
and  as  for  his  judginents,  they  have  not  known  them.  Praise 
ye  the  Lord.

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  ye  the  Lord  from  the  heavens : 
praise  him  in  the  heights.  Praise  ye  him,  all  his  angels : 
praise  ye  him,  all  his  hosts.  Praise  ye  him,  sun  and  moon: 
praise  him,  all  ye  stars  of  light.  Praise  him,  ye  heavens  of 
heavens,  and  ye  waters  that  be  above  the  heavens.  Let 
them  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord:  for  he  commanded,  and 
they  were  created.  He  hath  also  stablished  them  for  ever 
and  ever:  he  hath  made  a  decree  which  shall  not  pass.

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give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord;  and  thy  pious  servants 
shall  bless  thee.  They  shall  speak  of  the  glory  of  thy  king- 
dom, and  talk  of  thy  power;  to  make  known  to  the  sons 
of  men  his  mighty  acts,  and  the  glory  of  the  majesty  of  his 
kingdom.

The  Lord  reigneth :  the  Lord  hath  reigned :  the 
Lord  will  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  The  Lord  is  King  for 
ever  and  ever:  the  heathen  are  perished  out  of  his  land. 
The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  nations  to  naught :  he 
maketh  the  devices  of  peoples  of  none  effect.  There  are 
many  devices  in  a  man's  heart;  but  the  counsel  of  the  Lord, 
that  shall  stand.  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  standeth  for  ever, 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all  generations.  For  he  spake 
and  it  was  done ;  he  commanded,  and  it  stood  fast.  For 
the  Lord  hath  chosen  Zion;  he  hath  desired  it  for  his  habi- 
tation. For  the  Lord  hath  chosen  Jacob  unto  himself,  and 
Israel  for  his  peculiar  treasure.  For  the  Lord  will  not  cast 
off  his  people,  neither  will  he  forsake  his  inheritance.  And 
he  being  full  of  compassion  forgiveth  iniquity  and  destroyeth 
not:  yet,  many  a  time  he  turneth  his  anger  away  and  stirreth 
not  up  all  his  wrath.  Save,  O  Lord:  may  the  King  answer 
us  on  the  day  we  call. 

Happy  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house ;  they  will  be  ever 
praising  thee.  Selah.  Happy  is  the  people  that  is  in  such  a 
case;  happy  is  the  people  whose  God  is  the  Lord. 


Psalm  cxlv.     A   Psalm  of  Praise  of  David. 

I  will  extol  thee,  my  God,  O  King;  and  I  will  bless  thy 
Name  for  ever  and  ever.  Every  day  will  I  bless  thee ;  and 
I  will  praise  thy  Name  for  ever  and  ever.  Great  is  the  Lord 
and  greatly  to  be  praised ;  and  his  greatness  is  unsearchable. 
One  generation  shall  laud  thy  works  to  another,  and  shall 
declare  thy  mighty  acts.  Of  the  glorious  honour  of  thy 
majesty,  and  of  thy  wondrous  works,  will  I  speak.  And 
men  shall  speak  of  the  might  of  thy  terrible  acts :  and  I 
will  declare  thy  greatness.  They  shall  utter  the  memory 
of  thy  great  goodness,  and  shall  sing  of  thy  righteousness.

Whatsoever  the  Lord  pleaseth,  that  hath  he  done  in  heaven 
and  in  earth,  in  the  seas  and  all  deeps.  He  causeth  vapours 
to  ascend  from  the  ends  of  the  earth ;  he  maketh  lightnings 
for  the  rain ;  he  bringeth  the  wind  out  of  his  treasuries. 
Who  smote  the  firstborn  of  Egypt,  both  of  man  and  beast. 
Who  sent  tokens  and  wonders  into  the  midst  of  thee,  O 
Egypt,  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  servants.  Who  smote 
great  nations,  and  slew  mighty  kings ;  Sihon  king  of  the 
Amorites,  and  Og  king  of  Bashan,  and  all  the  kingdoms  of 
Canaan :  and  gave  their  land  for  an  heritage,  an  heritage  unto 
Israel  his  people.

Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  dvvelHng  place  in  all  generations. 
Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  thou  hadst 
formed  the  earth  and  the  world,  even  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting, thou  art  God.  Thou  tumest  man  to  destruction;  and 
sayest,  Return,  ye  children  of  men.  For  a  thousand  years  in 
thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  as  a  watch  in 
the  night.  Thou  carriest  them  away  as  with  a  flood ;  they  are  as 
in  sleep :  in  the  morning  they  are  like  grass  which  groweth  up. 
In  the  morning  it  flourisheth  and  groweth  up;  in  the  evening 
it  is  cut  down  and  withereth.  For  we  are  consumed  by  thine 
anger,  and  by  thy  wrath  are  we  troubled.  Thou  hast  set  our 
iniquities  before  thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  coun- 
tenance.

The  days  of  our  years 
are  threescore  years  and  ten;  and  if  by  reason  of  strength  they 
be  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  pride  labour  and  sorrow ;  for  it 
is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away.  Who  knoweth  the  power  of 
thine  anger?  even  according  to  thy  fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  So 
teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto 
wisdom.  Return,  O  Lord;  how  long?  and  let  it  repent  thee  con- 
cerning thy  servants.  O  satisfy  us  early  with  thy  mercy ;  that 
we  may  rejoice  and  be  glad  all  our  days.  Make  us  glad  accord- 
ing to  the  days  wherein  thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years 
wherein  we  have  seen  evil.  Let  thy  work  appear  unto  thy  ser- 
vants, and  thy  glory  unto  their  children.  And  let  the  beauty  of 
the  Lord  our  God  be  upon  us:  and  establish  thou  the  work 
of  our  hands  upon  us;  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish 
thou  it.

He  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  of  the  Most  High,  he  abideth 
under  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty.  I  will  say  of  the  Lord,  He 
is  my  refuge  and  my  fortress:  my  God;  in  him  will  I  trust. 
For  he  shall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  the  fowler,  and 
from  the  noisome  pestilence.  He  shall  cover  thee  with  his 
pinions,  and  under  his  wings  shalt  thou  trust:  his  truth  shall 
be  a  shield  and  a  buckler.  Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  the 
terror  by  night ;  nor  for  the  arrow  that  flieth  by  day ;  nor  for 
the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness ;  nor  for  the  destruction 
that  wasteth  at  noonday.  A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side, 
and  ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand ;  but  it  shall  not  come ' 
nigh  thee.  Only  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold  and  see 
the  reward  of  the  wicked.    For  thou,  O  Lord,  art  my  refuge ; 
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thou  me  from  secret  faults.  Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from 
presumptuous  sins ;  let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me : 
then  shall  I  be  upright,  and  I  shall  be  clear  from  great  trans- 
gression. Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of 
my  heart  be  acceptable  before  thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my 
Redeemer. 

Psalm  xxxiv.     A  Psalm  of  David;  when  he  changed  his 

behaviour  before  Abimelech,  who  drove  him  away, 

and  he  departed. 

I  will  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times :  his  praise  shall  contin- 
ually be  in  my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  make  her  boast  in  the 
Lord:  the  meek  shall  hear  thereof,  and  be  glad.  O  magnify 
the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  exalt  his  name  together.  I 
sought  the  Lord,  and  he  answered  me,  and  delivered  me  from 
all  my  fears.  They  looked  unto  him,  and  were  lightened :  and 
their  faces  were  not  ashamed.  This  poor  man  cried,  and  the 
Lord  heard  him,  and  saved  him  out  of  all  his  troubles.  The 
angel  of  the  Lord  encampeth  round  about  them  that  fear  him, 
and  delivereth  them.  O  taste  and  see  that  the  Lord  is  good: 
blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him.  O  fear  the  Lord,  ye 
his  holy  ones :  for  there  is  no  want  to  them  that  fear  him. 
The  young  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger:  but  they  that 
seek  the  Lord  shall  not  want  any  good  thing.  Come,  ye  chil- 
dren, hearken  unto  me :  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 
What  man  is  he  that  desireth  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  that 
he  may  see  good?  Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips 
from  speaking  guile.  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good ;  seek 
peace,  and  pursue  it.  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  toward  the 
righteous,  and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  The  face  of 
the  Lord  is  against  them  that  do  evil,  to  cut  off  the  remem- 
brance of  them  from  the  earth.  The  righteous  cry,  and  the 
Lord  heareth,  and  dehvereth  them  out  of  all  their  troubles. 
The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of  a  broken  heart ;  and 
saveth  such  as  be  of  a  contrite  spirit.  Many  are  the  afflic- 
tions of  the  righteous :  but  the  Lord  delivereth  him  out  of 
them  all.  He  keepeth  all  his  bones :  not  one  of  them  is 
broken.  Evil  shall  slay  the  wicked :  and  they  tliat  hate  the 
righteous  shall  be  desolate.

may  the  King  answer  us  on  the  day  we  call.  Save  thy  people 
and  bless  thine  inheritance:  feed  them  also,  and  lift  them  up 
for  ever.  Our  soul  hath  waited  for  the  Lord;  he  is  our  help 
and  our  shield.  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him,  because 
we  have  trusted  in  his  holy  Name.  Let  thy  mercy,  O  Lord, 
be  upon  us,  according  as  we  have  hoped  in  thee.

Psalm  xix.     For  the  Chief  Musician,  A  Psalm  of  David. 

The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God;  and  the  firma- 
ment sheweth  his  handiwork.  Day  unto  day  uttereth 
speech,  and  night  unto  night  sheweth  knowledge.  There 
is  no  speech  nor  language,  where  their  voice  is  not  heard. 
Their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth,  and  their  words 
to  the  end  of  the  world.  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle 
for  the  sun,  which  is  as  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of  his 
chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as  a  strong  man  to  run  a  race.  His 
going  forth  is  from  the  end  of  the  heaven,  and  his  circuit 
unto  the  ends  of  it:  and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof.  The  Law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  restoring  the  soul : 
the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple. 
The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the 
commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes. 
The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  enduring  for  ever:  the  judg- 
ments of  the  Lord  are  true  and  righteous  altogether.  More 
to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold : 
sweeter  also  thy  honey  and  the  honeycomb.  Moreover 
by  them  is  thy  servant  warned :  and  in  keeping  of  them 
there  is  great  reward.      Who  can  discern  his  errors?  clear 
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Sing  unto  the  Lord,  all  the  earth ;  shew  forth  from  day  to  day 
his  salvation.  Declare  his  glory  among  the  heathen ;  his  mar- 
vellous works  among  all  nations.  For  great  is  the  Lord,  and 
greatly  to  be  praised:  he  also  is  to  be  feared  above  all  gods. 
For  all  the  gods  of  the  people  are  idols:  but  the  Lord  made 
the  heavens.  Glory  and  honour  are  in  his  presence ;  strength 
and  gladness  are  in  his  place.  Give  unto  the  Lord,  ye  kindreds 
of  the  people,  give  unto  the  Lord  glory  and  strength.  Give 
unto  the  Lord  the  glory  due  unto  his  Name :  bring  an  offering, 
and  come  before  him :  worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holi- 
ness. Tremble  before  him,  all  the  earth:  the  world  also  shall 
be  stablished,  that  it  be  not  moved.  Let  the  heavens  be  glad, 
and  let  the  earth  rejoice:  and  let  men  say  among  the  nations, 
The  Lord  reigneth.  Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof : 
let  the  fields  rejoice,  and  all  that  is  therein.  Then  shall  the 
trees  of  the  wood  sing  for  joy  before  the  Lord,  because  he 
cometh  to  judge  the  earth.

For   thy  purposes  are   ver^'  deep,   and  the  paths   of  thy  treading  are 

very  lofty. 
There  is  no  majesty  like  thy  majesty,  yea,  and  there  is  no  gentleness 

like  thy  gentleness ; 
No    holiness    like    thy    holiness,    no    nearness    like    nearness    to    thee; 
No    righteousness    like    thy    righteousness,    no    salvation    like    thy    sal- 
vation : 
No    strength    lik"e    thy    strength,    no    sound    like    the    thunder    of    thy 

might.

There   is   no   divinity   like   thy   divinity,    and   naught    full    of   wonders 

like  thy  glorious  Name. 
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Sun  arnX  shield   is   the  Lord  God;   he  judgeth   uprightly  and  casteth 

down  the  haughty. 
Excellent  in  strength,  we  have  not  found  him;  he  doeth  loftily  in  his 

power,  and  who  is  like  unto  him? 
His  Name  is  Peace,  for  peace  is  his;  he  speaketh  peace  unto  his  pious 

ones. 

The  Name  of  the  Lord  is:  "I  am  that  I  ara/;  the  strength  of  the 

wild  ox  is  his,  he  is  like  a  young  lion,  yea,  a  mighty  lion.

That  thou  art  he  who   existeth   in   all;   all   is   thine,   and   all   is   from 

thee 
Thy    glorious    Names    declare    and    bear    witness ;    yea,    they    testify 
to  the  power  of  thy  glory. 
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No    secret    thing    can    be    hid    from    thee ;    the    things    of    the    future 
and  the  things  of  the  past  are  the  same  with  thee. 

From    everlasting    unto   everlasting   all    things    are    in    thee,    and    thou 
art  in  all. 

Unto    thy    servants    and    messengers    thou    hast    declared    the    things 
to  come,  and  the  mystery  of  thy  ways.

Thou    hast    arranged    all    seasons    and    times;    thou    appointest    and 

changest  them. 
No    knowledge    can    reach    thee ;    no    understanding    can    comprehend 

thee. 
For    thy    wisdom    is    according    to    thine    attribute,    and    thine    under- 
standing is  according  to  thy  greatness, 
inou  art  wise  of  thine  own  self,  living  of  thyself,  and  there  is  none 

like  unto  thee. 
Except    thy    wisdom,    there    is    no    wisdom;    same    for    thine    under- 
standing, there  is  no  counsel. 
Tnou    hast    imparted    intelligence    to    the    heart    of    the    wise;     thy 

spirit  filleth  them,  and  thou  directest  their  knowledge. 
Without    thy    power    there    is    no    strength;    and    without    thy    might, 

there  is  no  help.

While   yet   naught   was    formed,    thou   alone   didst   exist;    and   nothing 

was  wanting  unto  thee. 
The  beginning  and  the  end  of  all  things  are  ordered  by  thine  hand;

Death   and   disease   are   not  before   thee;    slumber   and   sleep   are   not 

in  thine  eyes. 
Lo !    thou    art    the    living    God    from    eternity ;    from    ever    thou    art 

changeless. 
Unto    everlasting    thou     art    the     same ;     and     thy    divine    attributes 

will  never  be  dimmed. 
Thou    existest  I    new   and   old    are   naught   unto    thee ;    thou    renewest 

all,  but  thou  art  immutable. 
Nor   old   age    nor   youth    have   rested    upon    thee;    neither    hoary    age 

nor  dawn  of  years. 
Joy   and    pain   come   not   unto   thee;    nor    can    form    or    shape    image 

thee. 
Substance    cannot    encompass    thee;    neither    canst    thou    be    likened 

unto  any  breathing  thing. 
Thou  hast  set  limits  around  every  being,   from  their  beginning  unto 

their  end 

*    Deut  xxxii.  39. 
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And  I  will  bless  thee  in  all  my  thoughts,  and  with  my  whole   heart 

I  will  thank  the  Lord. 
Yea,  my  throat  and   my   mouth  will   I    fill   Vv'ith  thine   exaltation  and 

thy  praise. 
For   my  mouth   shall   declare   thy  praise,   and   thy   glory   all   the   day. 
I   will    say,   how   mighty   are  thy   terrible  deeds,   and   I    will   meditate 

on  the  words  which  tell  of  thy  wonders. 
I    will  make   mention   of   thy  goodnes   and   thy   righteous    deeds ;    thy 

mercies  and  thy  might.

I  will  say  how  tremendous  are  thy  works. 
Thy  praises  cannot  be  set  forth  in  a  book;  if  I  would  declare  them, 

they  would  be  beyond  my  power  to  tell. 
The    secret    of    God    cannot    be    found,    and    the    perfection    of    the 

Almighty  cannot  be  limited. 
Is  there   any   searching  out  his   understanding?   and   can  the   number 

of  his  years  be  discovered? 
There   is   no    number   to    thy   troops ;    in   thine    hosts    is   the   sign    of 

thy  glory. 
Where    is   the   eye   that   shall    testify   of   thee?    for    none    living  hath 

seen  the  face  of  thy  glory. 
The    understanding    and    the    wise — lo !    they    know    not;    how    then 

can  I  set  forth  that  whereof  I  have  no  knowledge?

Great   are   the    debts    I    owe   thee    for    the    good    thou    hast    wrought 
for  me.

I    have    not    served    thee    in    accordance    with    thy    benefits ;    one    in 
ten  thousand  I  have  not  repaid  thee. 

If  I  say,  I  will  declare  their  number,  I  know  not  how  to  count  them. 

And   what   shall   I    return    unto   thee,   seeing  that   all   is   thine?   thine 
are  the  heavens,  and  the  earth  also  is  thine. 

The   seas   and   all    that   is   within   them   are    in    thine   hand,   yea,    and 
out  of  thine  hand  all  these  are  satisfied. 

We    are   thy   people    and    thy    sheep,    who    delight    to    obey    thy    will. 

But   how   shall   we    serve,   since   our    hand    hath    no    power,    and    our 
sanctuary  is  burnt  with  fire? 

How    shall    we    serve    without    sacrifice    and    meat    offering?    for    we 
are  not  yet  come  unto  our  rest.

And    a   broken    heart    than    a    pure    offering.      The    sacrifices    of    G(m1 

are  a  broken  spirit. 
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salvation.  When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake  me,  then 
the  Lord  will  take  me  up.  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  Lord,  and 
lead  me  in  a  plain  path,  because  of  mine  enemies.  Deliver 
me  not  over  unto  the  will  of  mine  enemies :  for  false  wit- 
nesses are  risen  up  against  me,  and  such  as  breathe  out  cruelty. 
I  had  fainted,  unless  I  had  believed  to  see  the  goodness  of 
the  Lord  in  the  land  of  the  living.  Wait  on  the  Lord :  be 
strong,  and  let  thine  heart  take  courage;  yea,  wait  thou  on 
the  Lord.

The  verses  of  these  hymns  are  said  by  the  Reader  and  Congregation 

alternately. 

I    WILL    sing    songs    to    my    God    while    I    j'et    have    being — God    who 

hath   shepherded  me  since  I  have  been. 
Until  this  day  thou  hast  held  fast  hold  of  my  hand ;  life  and  loving- 
kindness  hast  thou  given  to  me. 
Blessed   be   the   Lord   and    blessed   be   his   glorious    Name ;    for    unto 

his  servant  his  mercy  is  wonderful. 
How  shall  I  come  before  God,  the  most  high?  and  how  shall   I  bow 

before   the   God   of  old? 
If  the  mountains  were  an  altar,  and  all  the  wood   of  Lebanon  were 

laid  thereon ; 
If   all   cattle   and   all   beasts   were   slain,   prepared,   and    laid    upon   the 

wood ; 
And  if  blood  covered  the  corners  of  the  altar,  as  the  waters   cover 

the  sea; 
If   fine    flour,    rich    and    abundant    as    sand,    were    mingled    with    ten 

thousand  rivers  of  oil ; 
And    for    a    memorial,    frank-incense    and    spices,    yea,    all    the    chief 

spires ; 
If  the  lights  on  the  lamps  were  radiant  as  the  two  great  luminaries; 
And   if   the   shew-bread,   arranged   upon   tables   within,   were   like   high 

mountains ; 
And  if  for  drink-oflfering  there  were  wine   like  the   rain  of  heaven, 

and  strong  drink  abundant  as  fountains  of  water; 
If   all    the    sons   of   men    were   priest;    Levites    chanting   like    winged 

songsters ; 
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man  knovveth  not ;  neither  doth  a  fool  understand  this.  When 
the  wicked  spring  as  the  grass,  and  when  all  the  workers  of 
iniquity  do  flourish ;  it  is  that  they  shall  be  destroyed  for  ever. 
But  thou,  O  Lord,  art  most  high  for  evermore.  For,  lo,  thine 
enemies,  O  Lord,  for,  lo,  thine  enemies  shall  perish ;  all  the 
workers  of  iniquity  shall  be  scattered.

Psalm  for  the  New  Year:  Psalm  Ixxxi.  (page  37^. 

Penitential  Psalm: 

Psalm  xxvii.     A  Psalm  of  David. 

The  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation;  whom  shall  I 
fear?  the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my  life;  of  whom  shall 
I  be  afraid?  When  evildoers  came  upon  me  to  eat  up  my 
flesh,  even  mine  enemies  and  my  foes,  they  stumbled  and 
fell.  Though  an  host  should  encamp  against  me,  my  heart 
shall  not  fear:  though  war  should  rise  against  me,  in  this 
will  I  be  confident.  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord, 
that  will  I  seek  after;  that  I  may  dwell  in  the  house  of  the 
Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  beauty  of  the 
Lord,  and  to  inquire  in  his  temple.  For  in  the  time  of 
trouble  he  shall  keep  me  secretly  in  his  pavilion:  in  the 
secret  of  his  tabernacle  shall  he  hide  me;  he  shall  lift  me 
up  upon  a  rock.  And  now  shall  mine  head  be  lifted  up 
above  mine  enemies  round  about  me:  therefore  will  I  ofifer 
in  his  tabernacle  sacrifices  of  joy;  I  will  sing,  yea,  I  will 
sing  praises  unto  the  Lord.  Hear  my  voice,  O  Lord,  when 
I  cry:  have  mercy  also  upon  me,  and  answer  me.  When 
thou  saidst.  Seek  ye  my  face;  my  heart  said  unto  thee, 
Thy  face.  Lord,  will  I  seek.  Hide  not  thy  face  far  from 
me;  put  not  thy  servant  away  in  anger:  thou  hast  been 
my  help;    leave  me  not,  neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my 
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the  burden :  his  hands  were  delivered  from  the  basket.  Thou 
calledst  in  trouble,  and  I  delivered  thee ;  I  answered  thee  in 
the  secret  place  of  thunder:  I  proved  thee  at  the  waters  of 
Aleribah.  Selah.  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  testify  unto 
thee:  O  Israel,  if  thou  wouldst  hearken  unto  me!  There  shall 
no  strange  god  be  in  thee ;  neither  shalt  thou  worship  any 
strange  god.  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  which  brought  thee  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt:  open  thy  mouth  wide,  and  I  will  fill  it. 
But  my  people  would  not  hearken  to  my  voice;  and  Israel 
would  none  of  me.  So  I  let  them  go  after  the  stubbornness 
of  their  heart :  and  they  walked  in  their  own  counsels.  Oh  that 
my  people  would  hearken  unto  me,  Israel  would  walk  in  my 
ways !  I  should  soon  subdue  their  enemies,  and  turn  my 
hand  against  their  adversaries.  The  haters  of  the  Lord  would 
have  submitted  themselves  unto  him :  but  their  time  should 
have  endured  for  ever.  He  would  feed  them  also  with  the 
finest  of  the  wheat :  and  with  honey  out  of  the  rock  would 
satisfy  thee. 

Psalm  for  the  sixth  day  of  the  zveek: 

This  is  the  sixth  day  in  the  week,  on  which  the  Levites  in 
the  Temple  used  to  say : 

Psalm  xciii. 

The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty;  the  Lord  is 
clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself;  the 
word  also  is  stablished,  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  Thy  throne 
is  established  of  old:  thou  art  from  everlasting.  The  floods 
have  hfted  up,  O  Lord,  the  floods  have  lifted  up  their  voice; 
the  floods  lift  up  their  waves.  The  Lord  on  high  is  mightier 
than  the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than  the  mighty  breakers 
of  the  sea.  Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure:  hohness  becometh 
thine  house,  O  Lord,  for  ever. 

Psalm  for  the  Sabbath: 
Psalm  xcii.  A  Psalm,  a  Song  for  the  Sabbath  Day. 
It  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  and  to 
sing  praises  unto  thy  Name,  O  Most  High :  to  show  forth 
thy  loving-kindness  in  the  morning,  and  thy  faithfulness 
every  night,  upon  an  instrument  of  ten  strings,  and  upon 
the  psaltery;  upon  the  harp  with  a  solemn  sound.  For 
thou,  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad  through  thy  work :  I  will 
triumph  in  the  works  of  thy  hands.  How  great  are  thy 
works,    O    Lord!    thy   thoughts    are   very   deep.      A   brutish 
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judge  of  the  earth :  render  to  the  proud  their  desert.  Lord, 
how  long  shall  the  wicked,  how  long  shall  the  wicked  triamph  ? 
They  prate,  they  speak  arrogantly :  all  the  workers  of  iniquity 
boast  themselves.  They  break  in  pieces  thy  people,  O  Lord, 
and  afflict  thine  heritage.  They  slay  the  widow  and  the  stranger, 
and  murder  the  fatherless.  Yet  they  say.  The  Lord  shall  not 
see,  neither  shall  the  God  of  Jacob  consider.  Understand,  ye 
brutish  among  the  people :  and  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  be  wise  ? 
He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not  hear?  he  tliat  formed 
the  eye,  shall  he  not  see?  He  that  chastiseth  the  heathen, 
shall  not  he  correct,  even  he  that  teacheth  man  knowledge? 
The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of  man,  that  they  are  vanity. 
Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chastenest,  O  Lord,  and  teachest 
him  out  of  thy  Law ;  that  thou  mayest  give  him  rest  from  the 
days  of  adversity,  until  the  pit  be  digged  for  the  wicked.  For 
the  Lord  will  not  cast  oflf  his  people,  neither  will  he  forsake  his 
inheritance.  But  judgment  shall  return  unto  righteousness: 
and  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall  follow  it.  Who  will  rise  up 
for  me  against  evildoers?  or  who  will  stand  up  for  me  against 
the  workers  of  iniquity?  Unless  the  Lord  had  been  my  help, 
my  soul  had  almost  dwelt  in  silence.  When  I  said,  My  foot 
slippeth,  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  held  me  up.  In  the  multitude  of 
my  doubts  within  me  thy  comforts  delight  my  soul.  Shall  the 
throne  of  iniquity  have  fellowship  with  thee,  which  frameth 
mischief  by  statute?  They  gather  themselves  together  against 
the  soul  of  the  righteous,  and  condemn  innocent  blood.  But 
the  Lord  hath  been  my  fortress ;  and  my  God  the  rock  of  my 
refuge.  And  he  hath  brought  upon  them  their  own  iniquity, 
and  shall  cut  them  off  in  their  own  wickedness;  yea,  the  Lord 
our  God  shall  cut  them  oflf. 

Psalm  for  the  fifth  day  of  the  zveek: 

This  IS  the  fifth  day  of  the  week,  on  which  the  Levites  in  the 
Temple  used  to  say: 

Psalm  Ixxxi. :    To  the  chief  Musician  upon  Gittith,  a  Psalm  of  Asaph. 

Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  strength :  make  a  joyful  noise  unto 
the  God  of  Jacob.  Take  up  the  psalm,  and  bring  hither  the 
timbrel,  the  pleasant  harp  with  the  psaltery.  Blow  ye  the  trumpet 
on  the  new  moon,  in  the  time  appointed,  on  our  solemn  feast- 
day.  For  it  is  a  statute  for  Israel,  an  ordinance  of  the  God 
of  Jacob.  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  testimony,  when 
he  went  out  through  the  land  of  Egypt:  where  I  heard  a 
language  that  I  understood  not.     I  removed  his  shoulder  from 
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sides  of  the  north,  the  city  of  the  great  King.  God  hath  tiade 
himself  known  in  her  palaces  for  a  refuge.  For,  lo,  the  •cings 
assembled,  they  passed  by  together.  They  saw  it,  ther  they 
were  amazed ;  they  were  troubled,  and  hasted  away.  Trembling 
took  hold  upon  them  there,  and  pain,  as  of  a  woman  in  travail. 
Thou  breakest  the  ships  of  Tarshish  with  an  east  wind.  As  we 
have  heard,  so  have  we  seen  in  the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts, 
in  the  city  of  our  God :  God  wall  establish  it  for  ever.  Selah.

On  putting  on  the  Tallith  say: 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  sanctified  us  with  thy  commandments  and  hast  com- 
manded us  to  robe  in  the  garment  with  fringes. 

How  excellent  is  thy  loving-kindness,  O  God!  therefore 
the  children  of  men  put  their  trust  under  the  shadow  of  thy 
wings.  They  shall  be  abundantly  satisfied  with  the  fatness  of 
thy  house;  and  thou  shalt  make  them  drink  of  the  river  of 
thy  pleasures.  For  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of  life:  in  thy 
light  shall  we  see  light.  O  continue  thy  loving-kindness  unto 
them  that  know  thee,  and  thy  righteousness  to  the  upriglit  in 
heart.

For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the 
seas,  and  established  it  upon  the  floods.  Who  shall  ascend  into 
the  hill  of  the  Lord?  or  who  shall  stand  in  his  holy  place?  He 
that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure  heart;  who  hath  not  lifted 
up  his  soul  unto  vanity,  nor  sworn  deceitfully.

This  is  the  second  day  in  the  week,  on  which  the  Levites  in  the 
Temple  used  to  say  : 

Psalm  xlviii. :    A  Song  and  Psalm  for  the  sons  of  Korah. 

Great  is  the  Lord,  and  greatly  to  be  praised  in  the  city 
of  our  God,  in  the  mountain  of  his  holiness.  Beautiful  in 
elevation,  the  joy  of  the  whole  earth,  is  mount  Zion,  on  the 
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Sifra  i. 

Rabbi   Ishmael   says  the  Torah   is   expounded  by  thirteen 
methods : — • 

1.  From  a  hght  case  and  from  a  weighty  one. 

2.  From  an  identical  expression. 

3.  From  a  principle  drawn  from  one  text  and  from  a  prin- 

ciple drawn  from  two  texts. 

4.  From  a  general  and  a  special  law. 

5.  From  a  special  and  a  general  law. 

6.  A  general  law,  a  special  and  a  general  law ;  one  may  not 

draw  inferences  save  in  accordance  with  the  meaning 
of  the  special  law. 

7.  From  a  general  law  that  requires  a  special  one,  and  from 

a  special  law  that  requires  a  general  one. 

8.  Any    matter    which    is    included    in    a   general    law    and 

which  is  detached  therefrom  to  predicate  concerning 
a  special  case,  is  not  detached  to  predicate  concerning 
that  case  only,  but  concerning  the  whole  of  the  general 
law. 

9.  Any    matter    which    is    included    in    a    general    law    and 

which  is  detached  to  elucidate  something  in  har- 
mony therewith,  is  detached  to  relax  and  not  to 
restrict. 

10.  Any  matter  which  is  included  in  a  general  law  and  which 

is  detached  to  elucidate  something  different  and  not  in 
harmony  therewith,  is  detached  both  to  relax  and  to 
restrict. 

11.  Any  matter  included  in  a  general  law  and  detached  to  de- 

termine something  fresh,  must  not  be  restored  to  the 
general  law  until  the  text  itself  so  restores  it. 

12.  A  passage  that  is  understood  from  its  context,  and  a  pas- 

sage that  is  understood  from  its  concluding  terms. 

13.  And  thus  two  texts  may  contradict  each  other  until  a  third 

text  is  found  that  will  harmonize  the  two. 


May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
that  the  Temple  be  speedily  rebuilt  in  our  days,  and  grant  our 
portion  in  thy  Law.  And  there  we  will  serve  thee  with  awe,  as 
in  the  days  of  old  and  as  in  ancient  years.

and  the  following  night  until  midnight.  4.  The  burnt  offering 
belonged  to  the  most  holy  sacrifices.  It  had  to  be  killed  at  the 
north,  and  its  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  minis- 
tration at  the  north,  required  two  sprinklings  at  opposite  angles 
of  the  altar,  making  four  in  all.  The  offering  had  to  be  flayed 
and  cut  up,  and  entirely  consumed  by  fire.  5.  As  to  the  peace- 
offerings  of  the  congregation  and  trespass-offerings — the  fol- 
lowing are  the  trespass-offerings  :  the  trespass-offerings  for  rob- 
bery, for  appropriating  sanctified  objects,  in  regard  to  a  be- 
trothed handmaid,  the  trespass-offerings  of  a  Nazarite  who  has 
become  defiled,  of  a  leper  on  his  cleansing,  and  for  a  sin,  the 
commission  of  which  is  doubtful — all  these  were  killed  at  the 
north,  and  their  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  minis- 
tration at  the  north,  required  two  sprinklings  at  opposite  angles 
of  the  altar,  making  four  in  all.  They  had  to  be  eaten  within  the 
hangings  of  the  court  by  males  of  the  priesthood,  and  might  be 
dressed  in  any  fashion,  but  had  to  be  consumed  within  the  same 
day  and  the  following  night  until  midnight.  6.  The  thank- 
offering  and  tl.e  ram  offered  by  the  Nazarite  on  the  termination 
of  his  vow  were  of  a  minor  degree  of  holiness.  They  might  be 
killed  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and  their  blood  required  two 
sprinklings  at  opposite  angles  of  the  altar,  making  four  in  all. 
They  might  be  eaten,  dressed  in  any  fashion,  in  any  part  of  the 
city  and  by  any  person ;  but  had  to  be  consumed  within  the 
same  day  and  the  following  night  until  midnight.  The  heaved 
and  waved  portions  were  treated  like  the  rest,  except  that  they 
might  only  be  eaten  by  the  priests,  their  wives,  children  and 
servants.  7.  Peace-offerings  were  also  of  a  minor  degree  of 
holiness.  They  might  be  killed  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and 
their  blood  required  two  sprinklings  at  opposite  angles  of  the 
altar,  making  four  in  all ;  and  they  might  be  eaten,  dressed  in 
any  fashion,  in  any  part  of  the  city,  and  by  any  person  within 
two  days  and  one  night.  The  heaved  and  waved  portions  were 
treated  like  the  rest,  except  that  they  might  only  be  eaten  by  the 
priests,  their  wives,  children  and  servants.  8.  The  first-born, 
the  tithe  of  animals  and  the  paschal  lamb,  were  of  a  minor  de- 
gree of  holiness.  They  were  killed  in  any  part  of  the  court,  and 
their  blood  required  one  sprinkling;  only  the  priest  had  to 
direct  it  towards  the  base  of  the  altar.  The  difference  in  their 
consumption  was  that  the  first-born  might  only  be  eaten  by  the 
priests,  but  the  tithe  by  any  person.  They  might  both  be  eaten, 
dressed  in  any  fashion,  in  any  part  of  the  city,  and  by  any  per- 
son within  two  days  and  one  night.  The  paschal  lamb,  however, 
might  only  be  eaten  by  night,  only  up  till  midnight,  only  by 
members  of  each  previously  appointed  number,  and  only  roasted. 
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Leviticus  i.  ii. 
And  he  shall  kill  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar,  northward  before 
the   Lord ;   and   the   priests,   Aaron's   sons,   shall   sprinkle  its 
blood  upon  the  altar  round  about. 

On  Sabbath  the  follozving  is  added: 
Numbers  xxviii.  9-10. 

And  on  the  Sabbath  day  two  he-lambs  of  the  first  year  with- 
out blemish,  and  two  tenth  parts  of  fine  flour  for  a  meal-offer- 
ing, mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink-oft'ering  thereof ;  this  is 
the  burnt  offering  of  every  Sabbath,  beside  the  continual 
burnt-offering  and  the  drink-offering  thereof. 
IMishnah  Zebachim  v. 

I.  Which  are  the  places  where  the  sacrifices  were  offered? 
The  most  holy  were  killed  at  the  north  of  the  altar.  The 
bull  and  he-goat  of  the  Day  of  Atonement  were  killed  at  the 
north,  and  their  blood,  which  was  received  in  a  vessel  of  min- 
istration at  the  north,  required  sprinkling  between  the  staves 
of  the  ark,  before  the  veil  and  on  the  golden  altar.  The 
omission  of  any  of  these  sprinklings  invalidated  the  cere- 
mony. The  rest  of  the  blood  the  priest  poured  upon  the  west- 
ern base  of  the  outer  altar;  but  if  he  did  not  do  so,  the  cere- 
mony was  not  invalid.  2.  The  bulls  and  he-goats  which  had 
to  be  burnt  were  killed  at  the  north,  and  their  blood,  which 
was  received  in  a  vessel  of  ministration  at  the  north,  required 
sprinkling  before  the  veil  and  on  the  golden  altar.  The  omis- 
sion of  either  of  these  sprinklings  invalidated  the  ceremony. 
The  rest  of  the  blood  the  priest  poured  upon  the  western  base 
of  the  outer  altar;  but  if  he  omitted  to  do  so,  the  ceremony 
was  not  invalid.  Both  alike  were  burnt  in  the  repository  of 
ashes.  3.  As  to  the  sin-offerings  of  the  congregation  and  of 
the  individual — the  following  are  the  sin-offerings  of  the  con- 
gregation :  the  he-goats  of  new  moons  and  festivals — these 
were  killed  at  the  north,  and  their  blood,  which  was  received 
in  a  vessel  of  ministration  at  the  north,  required  four  sprink- 
lings on  the  four  horns  of  the  altar.  How  was  this  done? 
The  priest  went  up  the  ascent,  and,  turning  to  the  middle 
ledgment  bordering  the  altar,  he  walked  along  it  to  the  south- 
east, north-east,  north-west  and  south-west  corners  succes- 
sively. The  rest  of  the  blood  he  poured  upon  the  southern 
base.  These  sacrifices  had  to  be  eaten  within  the  hangings 
of  the  court  by  males  of  the  priesthood,  and  might  be  dressed 
in  any  fashion,  but  had  to  be  consumed  within  the  same  day

Thou  art  the  Lord  our  God  in  heaven  and  on  earth  and 
the  highest  heaven  of  heavens.  Of  a  truth  thou  art  the 
first  and  thou  art  the  last,  and  beside  thee  there  is  no  god. 
O  gather  those  that  hope  in  thee  from  the  four  corners  of 
the  earth.  Let  all  that  come  into  the  world  understand  and 
acknowledge  that  thou  alone  art  God  over  all  the  kingdoms 
of  the  earth.  Thou  hast  made  the  heavens  and  the  earth, 
the  sea  and  all  that  is  therein.  And  who  is  there  of  all  thy 
handiwork  of  those  above  or  those  below  that  shall  say 
unto  thee,  What  doest  thou?  Our  Father  which  art  in 
heaven,  deal  mercifully  with  us  for  the  sake  of  thy  great 
Name  by  which  we  are  called;  and  fulfil  unto  us,  O  Lord 
our  God,  that  which  is  written:  At  that  time  will  I  bring 
you  in,  and  at  that  time  will  I  gather  you :  for  I  will  make 
you  a  name  and  a  praise  among  all  the  peoples  of  the  earth, 
when  I  bring  again  your  captivity  before  your  eyes,  saith  the 
Lord. 


Numbers  xxviii.  i-8. 


And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Command  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them.  My  offering,  my  food 
for  my  sacrifices  made  by  fire,  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  me, 
shall  ye  observe  to  offer  unto  me  in  their  due  season.  And 
thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  This  is  the  oft'ering  made  by  fire 
which  ye  shall  offer  unto  the  Lord ;  two  he-lambs  of  the  first 
year  without  blemish  day  by  day,  for  a  continual  burnt 
offering.  The  one  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morning, 
and  the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  even ;  and  a  tenth  part 
of  an  ephah  of  fine  flour  for  a  meal-oft'ering,  mingled  with 
the  fourth  part  of  an  hin  of  beaten  oil.  It  is  a  continual 
burnt  offering,  which  was  ordained  on  Mount  Sinai  for  a 
sweet  savour,  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And 
the  drink-offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth  part  of  an 
hin  for  the  one  lamb :  in  the  holy  place  shalt  thou  pour  out 
a  drink-offering  of  strong  drink  unto  the  Lord.  And  the 
other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  even :  as  the  meal-offering  of 
the  morning,  and  as  the  drink-offering  thereof,  thou  shalt 
offer  it,  a  sacrifice  made  by  fire,  of  a  sweet  savour  unto  the 
Lord. 
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Sovereign  of  all  the  worlds,  not  because  of  our  righteous 
deeds  do  we  present  our  supplication  before  thee,  but  for  thy 
great  mercies.  What  are  we?  What  is  our  life?  What  is 
our  piety?  What  our  acts  of  righteousness?  What  our  salva- 
tion? What  is  our  strength?  What  is  our  might?  What 
shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our 
fathers?  Are  not  all  the  mighty  ones  like  naught  before  thee, 
and  men  of  fame  as  though  they  were  not^  wise  men  as  if 
they  were  without  knowledge,  and  men  of  understanding  as 
though  they  were  void  of  discretion?  For  the  multitude  of 
their  works  is  emptiness,  and  the  days  of  their  life  are  vanity 
before  thee;  and  the  pre-eminence  of  man  over  beast  is  naught: 
for  all  is  vanity. 

Howbeit  we  are  thy  people,  the  children  of  thy  covenant, 
the  children  of  Abraham  that  loved  thee  and  to  whom  thou

It  is  therefore  our  duty  to  give  thanks  unto  thee,  to  praise 
thee  and  to  glorify  thee,  to  bless  and  hallow  and  render  praise 
and  thanksgiving  to  thy  Name.  Happy  are  we !  How  goodly 
is  our  portion,  how  pleasant  our  lot,  how  beautiful  our  in- 
heritance !  Happy  are  we  who  pray  morning  and  evening,  at 
sunrise  and  sunset,  saying  twice  every  day: — 


Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the  Lord  is  One.

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  givest  strength  to  the  weary. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  causest  sleep  to  pass  from  mine  eyes  and  slumber  from 
mine  eyelids.  And  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and 
God  of  our  fathers,  to  cause  us  to  walk  in  thy  Law  and  to 
cleave  to  thy  commandments ;  bring  us  not  into  sin,  trans- 
gression or  iniquity,  nor  lead  us  into  temptation  or  contempt. 
Let  not  the  evil  inclination  rule  over  us,  but  keep  us  far 
from  evil  men  and  evil  companions,  and  cause  us  to  cleave 
to  our  good  inclination  and  to  good  deeds.  O  bend  our  will 
to  thy  service,  and  grant  us  this  day  and  every  day  grace, 
favour  and  mercy  both  in  thy  sight  and  in  the  sight  of  all  who 
see  us,  and  bestow  thy  loving-kindness  upon  us.  Blessed  art 
thou,  O  Lord,  who  bestowest  loving-kindnesses  upon  thy  peo- 
ple Israel. 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers, 
to  deliver  me  this  day  and  every  day  from  shamelessness  and 
shameless  men,  from  an  evil  man,  an  evil  companion  and 
an  evil  neighbour,  and  from  an  evil  occurrence ;  from  the 
corrupting  tempter,  from  an  unjust  judgment  and  an  unjust 
opponent,  be  he  a  son  of  the  covenant  or  be  he  not  a  son  of 
the  covenant. 

A  man  should  ever  fear  Heaven  even  in  private.  He  should 
acknowledge  the  truth  and  speak  the  truth  in  his  heart.  Let 
him  rise  up  early  and  say: —  ^ 
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Mishnah  Peah  i,  and  Baraithoth. 

The  following  are  the  commandments  as  to  which  no 
measure  is  imposed :  leaving  the  corner  of  the  field,  offering 
the  first-fruits,  gifts  on  appearing  at  the  sanctuary  on  the 
three  festivals,  charity  and  the  study  of  the  Law.  The 
following  are  the  commandments  of  which  a  man  enjoys  the 
fruit  in  this  world,  whilst  the  principal  is  laid  up  for  him 
in  the  world  to  come :  honouring  one's  father  and  mother 
and  practising  charity,  visiting  the  house  of  study  morning 
and  evening,  entertaining  wayfarers,  visiting  the  sick,  dower- 
ing a  bride,  following  the  dead  to  the  grave,  praying  with 
devotion  and  making  peace  between  a  man  and  his  fellow ; 
but  the  study  of  the  Law  is  equal  to  all  of  them. 

O  my  God,  the  soul  which  thou  hast  set  within  me  is  pure. 
Thou  didst  create  it,  thou  didst  fashion  it,  thou  hast  breathed 
it  into  me  and  thou  preservest  it  within  me.  Thou  wilt  take 
it  from  me ;  but  thou  wilt  restore  it  to  me  again  hereafter. 
Whilst  yet  the  soul  is  within  me,  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee. 
O  Lord  my  God  and  God  of  my  fathers,  Sovereign  of  all 
works.  Master  of  all  souls.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who 
restorest  the  soul  to  the  dead. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  given  the  cock  understanding  to  distinguish  between 
day  and  night. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  not  made  me  a  heathen. 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  has  not  made  me  a  slave. 

Men  say: 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  not  made  me  a  woman.

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  made  me  according  to  thy  will.

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  giver 
of  the  Law.

It  is  he  who  redeemed 
us  from  the  hand  of  kings ;  he  is  our  King  who  delivered 
us  from  the  hand  of  all  the  terrible  ones ;  the  God,  who  on 
our  behalf  dealt  retribution  to  our  adversaries,  and  requited 
all  the  enemies  of  our  soul ;  who  doeth  great  things  past  finding 
out,  and  marvellous  things  without  number;  who  hath 
appointed  our  soul  in  life,  and  hath  not  suffered  our  feet  to 
be  moved;  who  made  us  tread  upon  the  high  places  of  our 
enemies,  and  exalted  our  horn  over  all  them  that  hated  us ; 
who  wrought  for  us  miracles  and  vengeance  upon  Pharaoh, 
signs  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  the  children  of  Ham ;  who,  in 
his  wrath,  smote  all  the  first-born  of  Egypt,  and  brought  forth 
his  people  Israel  from  among  tliem  to  everlasting  freedom; 
who  made  his  children  pass  between  the  division  of  the  Red 
Sea,  and  sank  their  pursuers  and  their  enemies  in  the  depths. 
Then  his  children  beheld  his  might ;  they  praised  and  gave 
thanks  unto  his  Name,  and  willingly  accepted  his  sovereignty, 
Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel  sang  a  song  unto  thee  with 
great  joy,  saying  all  of  them : 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  miighty  ones? 
Who  is  like  unto  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises, 
doing  wonders? 

Thy  children  beheld  thy  sovereign  power  as  thou  didst 
cleave  the  sea  before  Moses ;  they  exclaimed,  This  is  my 
God !  and  said :  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever. 

And  it  is  said,  For  the  Lord  hath  delivered  Jacob,  and 
redeemed  him  from,  the  hand  that  was  stronger  than  he. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  hast  redeemed  Israel.

And  I  will  send  grass  in  thy  fields  for  thy  cattle,  that  thou 
mayest  eat  and  be  satisfied.  Take  heed  to  yourselves,  that 
your  heart  be  not  deceived,  and  ye  turn  aside,  and  serve 
other  gods,  and  worship  them :  and  the  Lord's  wrath  be 
kindled  against  you,  and  he  shut  up  the  heaven,  and  there  be 
no  rain,  and  that  the  land  yield  not  her  fruit,  and  ye  perish 
quickly  from  ofif  the  good  land  which  the  Lord  giveth  you. 
Therefore  shall  ye  lay  up  these  my  words  in  your  heart  and 
in  your  soul,  and  bind  them  for  a  sign  upon  your  hand,  and 
they  shall  be  for  frontlets  between  your  eyes.  And  ye  shall 
teach  them  your  children,  speaking  of  them  when  thou  sittest 
in  thine  house,  and  when  thou  walkest  by  the  way,  when  thou 
best  down  and  when  thou  risest  up.  And  thou  shalt  write 
them  upon  the  door-posts  of  thine  house  and  upon  thy  gates : 
that  your  days  may  be  multiplied,  and  the  days  of  your  chil- 
dren, in  the  land  which  the  Lord  sware  unto  your  fathers  to 
give  them,  as  the  days  of  the  heavens  upon  the  earth. 

Numbers  xv.  37-41. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses,  saying:  Speak  unto  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  bid  them  that  they  make  them 
fringes  in  the  corners  of  their  garments  throughout  their 
generations,  and  that  they  put  upon  the  fringe  of  the 
corner  a  thread  of  blue :  and  it  shall  be  unto  you  for  a 
fringe,  that  ye  may  look  upon  it  and  remember  all  the  com- 
mandments of  the  Lord,  and  do  them ;  and  that  ye  seek 
not  after  your  own  heart  and  your  own  eyes,  after  which  ye 
use  to  go  astray:  that  ye  may  remember  and  do  all  my 
commandments,   and   be   holy   unto  your   God.     I   am   th^ 
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Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  at  thy  word  bringest  on  the  evening,  with  wisdom 
openest  the  gates,  and  with  understanding  changest  the 
times  and  variest  the  seasons  and  orderest  the  stars  in  their 
watches  in  the  firmament  according  to  thy  will.  Thou 
createst  day  and  night ;  thou  rollest  away  the  light  from 
before  the  darkness,  and  the  darkness  before  the  light; 
thou  makest  the  day  to  pass  and  the  night  to  approach, 
and  dividest  the  day  from  the  night :  the  Lord  of  hosts  is 
tliy  Name ;  O  God,  living  and  enduring  continually,  who 
wilt  reign  over  us  for  ever  and  ever.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord,  who  bringest  on  the  evening. 

With  everlasting  love  hast  thou  loved  the  house  of  Israel, 
thy  people;  a  law  and  commandments,  statutes  and  judg- 
ments hast  thou  taught  us.  Therefore,  O  Lord  our  God, 
when  we  lie  down  and  when  we  rise  up,  we  will  meditate  on 
thy  statutes,  and  we  will  rejoice  in  the  words  of  thy  Law  and 
in  thy  commandments  for  ever  and  ever;  for  they  are  our  life 
and  the  length  of  our  days,  and  on  them  we  will  meditate  day 
and  night.  And  mayest  thou  never  take  thy  love  away  from 
us.     Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  loves  thy  people  Israel, 

Deuteronomy  vi.  4-9.

But  thou,  O  Lord,  art  most  high 
for  evermore.  For,  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  for,  lo,  thine 
enemies  shall  perish ;  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  shall  be  scat- 
tered. But  my  horn  hast  thou  exalted  like  the  horn  of  the 
wild  ox:  I  am  anointed  with  fresh  oil.  Mine  eye  hath  seen 
mine  enemies ;  mine  ears  have  heard  of  the  wicked  who  rise  up 
against  me.  The  righteous  shall  flourish  like  the  palm  tree :  he 
shall,  grow  like  a  cedar  in  Lebanon.  They  shall  be  planted  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord ;  they  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  our 
God.  They  shall  still  bring  forth  fruit  in  old  age ;  they  shall 
be  full  of  sap,  and  green;  to  show  that  the  Lord  is  upright: 
he  is  my  rock,  and  there  is  no  unrighteousness  in  him. 

Psalm  xciii. 

The  Lord  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majesty;  the  Lord  is 
clothed  with  strength,  wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself ;  the 
world  also  is  established,  that  it  cannot  be  moved.  Thy  throne 
is  established  of  old :  thou  art  from  everlasting.  The  floods 
have  lifted  up,  O  Lord,  the  floods  have  lifted  up  their  voice; 
the  floods  lift  up  their  waves.  The  Lord  on  high  is  mightier 
than  the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than  the  mighty  breakers 
of  the  sea.

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PREFACE 

The  present  volume,  though  it  appears  after  the  pubhca- 
tion  of  the  two  vohimes  containing  the  Service  for  the  Day 
of  Atonement,  forms  the  first  of  the  series.  The  observa- 
tions which  were  made  in  the  Prefatory  Note  to  the  Even- 
ing Service  for  the  Day  of  Atonement  apply  to  this  and 
the  succeeding  volumes,  and  need  not  be  repeated.  It  is 
with  deep  sorrow  that  the  death  must  be  recorded  of  Mr. 
Arthur  Davis,  to  whose  initiative  this  work  is  due,  and  who 
bore  a  large  part  in  the  work  of  translation  and  who  with 
Mr.  Herbert  Adler  has  been  responsible  for  the  preparation 
of  the  Hebrew  text.  With  unflagging  zeal  and  untiring 
interest  he  laboured  towards  ensuring  the  accuracy  and 
reliability  of  the  work  and  he  was  engaged  upon  it 
almost  till  the  moment  of  his  death.  He  ■  left  considerable 
materials  also  for  the  remaining  volumes,  in  connexion 
chiefly  with  the  text  and  translation  of  the  Bible  passages, 
a  task  with  which  he  was  peculiarly  fitted  to  deal. 

The  translation  of  the  prose  in  this,  as  in  the  preceding 
volumes,  has  been  executed  by  Mr.  Davis  and  the  Editor, 
Mr.  Adler.  Some  degree  of  use  has  been  made  of  the  trans- 
lations contained  in  the  Rev.  S.  Singer's  edition  of  the 
Daily  Prayer  Book,  as  it  was  frequently  felt  that  it  would 
be  difficult  to  improve  upon  so  scholarly  a  rendering.  To 
him  and  to  the  Jewish  Religious  Education  Board  the  thanks 
of  the  authors  are  due  for  the  permission  which  they  readily 
gave.  The  passages  that  have  been  translated  into  verse 
are  the  work  of  Mr.  Israel  Zangwill,  Mrs.  Redcliffe  Salaman 
("Nina  Davis"),  and  Miss  Elsie  Davis.  Lady  Magnus  has 
also  contributed  the  translation  of  a  poem.  A  detailed 
key  of  the  composers  and  translators  has,  as  before,  been 
inserted  in  the  Appendix. 
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
